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DETROIT, Dec. 5.—(#)—With the 
record he had persistently sought dur- 
ing the last month almost within his 
grasp, Lowell R. Bayles, Springfield 
(Mass.) flyer, crashed to his death at 
the Wayne county airport this after- 
noon while traveling at an estimated 
speed of 300 miles an hour. 

Bayles was only 75 feet above 
ground, streaking over the 1.8-mile 
course “like a -yellow flash,” as one 
observer déscribed it, when the plane 
started to spin, dived in a short arc. 
and struek the ground, landing on its 
back.. The motor broke loose from 
the plane and rolled 500 feet across 
railway tracks to crash into a fence. 

The plane burst into flames as it 
struck. Bayles’ body, wrapped in his 
overcoat, was found several feet from 
the wreckage, a column of smoke ris- 
ing from his clothing. He apparently 
had been killed instantly. The. wreck- 
age of: the plane, strewn along the 
course, burned for some minutes, the 
flame and smoke rising from the main 
part of it giving it the appearance of 
an oil well fire. The propeller was 
found 200 feet away from the blazing 
debris. 

Three theories of the possible cause 
of the tragedy were advanced. One 
was that Bayles may have been over- 
come by monoxide gas in the closed 
cockpit; one that:the ship caught fire 
in the air and-another that the three 
previous attempts Bayles had made, 
together with other unofficial. tests, 
may have weakened a wing. An air 
speed indicator tube which was at- 
tached to one of the wings was found

Although Colonel Haunson had

@ severe shock to his wide circle of 
friends. He was taken to the gov- 
ernment hospital Tuesday in a se- 
Flously weakened condition after a 
“fainting spell in court ‘Tuesday. 

Colonel Haunson served as chair- 
man of the city democratic executive 
committee for several consecutive 
terms. He was active in many civic 
and political affairs for a long period 
of years, 

In fraternal circles he also was a 
leader. Colonel “Haunson had the 
distinction of being the first com- 
mander of Theodore Roosevelt camp, 
U.S.C. V. He was Supreme Datto of 
the Military Order of Serpents and 
held other high offices in that order. 
After the war with Spain, in which 
he served as officer in the second reg- 
iment, he helped found the U. 8. W. V. 

Colonel Haunson was paid high 
tribute as an officer of the Military 
Order of the Serpent and as a com- 
rade of the veterans of the Spanish- 
American War by Fred Mylius, Grand 
GuGu of the Fy Aad chapter. “As a 
companion of the Military Order of 
the Serpent he had obtained national 
recognition, and the order has lost one 
of its most potent factors in’ its work 
of good will to those who aided their 
country in its hour of need,” Mylius 


id. 

Colonel Haunson was a native of 
Atlanta. He was born here on Sep- 
tember 28, 1874. He entered upon 
the practice of law after being gradu- 
ated from the Atlanta Law” School 
and was a member of the bar for 
more than 18 years. Aside from his 
prominent connections with the Span- 
ish war veterans’ organizations, be 
was a member of the W. D. Luckie 
Masonic lodge of West End. 

With his family he made his resi- 
dence at 985 Howell place. For the 
last 20 years he served as Bible teach- 
er at the Church of the Incarnation and 
is reported never to have missed a 
Sunday during that period, notwith- 
standing the trying four years of ill 
health. 

Colonel Haunson is survived by his 
.wife; one son, Haunson Jr.;

mother, Mrs. Elizabeth Haunson;: two 
brothers, Will Haunson and Percy 
Haunson, of Escanoba, Mich., and 
two sisters, Mrs. James B. Webster 
and Mrs, Lewis George.

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‘Letter Asks Residents of 
County, Outside Atlanta, 
-. To Sign Election 
- Petition. 


~ Jere A. Wells, superintendent of 
Fulton county public schools, has 
mailed a letter to every voter living 
outside .the city. limits of Atlanta, 
arging that a petition of 25 per cent 
of the voters of the combined counties 
_ of Fulton, Campbell and Milton, be 
signed and presented to the board re- 
qaesting a second election on the bond 
issue‘for the.county schools. The is- 
sue failed to gain a sufficient major- 
ity in the first election, beld last May. 

The letter in full follows: 

“On May 23,.1931, a bond election 
for school buildings was held in Ful- 
ton county. The result of this clec- 
tiom:- showed 4,615 for and 971 against 


these bonds—failing by only 171 vetes, 
the ‘constitutional number necessary 
to carry the election. 

“Since that election, Fulton county 

voted to annex two additional 
esunties, which will materially in- 
erease the problems of the board of 
education, in so far as buildings and 
equipment are coneerncd. We also 
have 519 more children in school this 
year than last year. We are now 
running double sessione in some of 
our schools, and many of the others 
are over-taxed by the present enroll- 
ment. The result of the last election 
showed conclusively that an over- 
whelming majority of the people rot- 
ing favored bonds. 

“Upon request of many patrons and 
other interested citizens of the coun- 
ty, and upon recommendation of the 
September grand jury, this board has 
decided to propose another election for 
bonds in order to provide the neces- 
sary buildings and equipment for the 
school system. A careful investiga- 
tion of our needs on a most conserva- 
five basis shows that seven hundred 
thousand dollars ($700.000) wili be 
required to complete our building pro- 
gram, including the enlarged territory. 
The 2 1-2 mill tax levy, that was re- 
stored by vote of the people last May, 
together with the additional revenue 
the board will acquire from the two 
adjoining counties, and with the addi- 
tional appropriation from the state 
the board is confident that the bonds 
can be liquidated over a reasonable | 
period of years without any increase 
in your taxes. 

“The law requires that a petition 
from 25 per cent of the registered 
voters of the territory effected be pre- 
sented to the board of education re- 
questing the election. I am enclesing 
a card, in the form of a petition, for 
your signature, if you are in favor of 
another opportunity to vote on this 
most important question. I trust that 
you understand that it is the purpose 
of the board to provide a good school 
system with adequate buildings and 
mjuipment. May I not appeal to you 
_ia the interest of your children, and 
ask you to sign and return the card 
immediately?”

CHEST SEEKS INCREASE] 
IN FUNDS FOR RELIEF I 


Plans to increase the sum available 
for human relief in Atlanta this win- 
ter were undertaken Saturday by the 
executive committee of the Com- 
munity Chest, upon warning by the 
budget committee that funds in hand 
are inadequate to meet the mounting 
need, 

The first step decided upon was: to 
request the Emergency Relief Com- 
mittee, of which T. K, Glenn is chair- 
man, to seek more contributions for 
its work. A figure of $340,000 for 
emergency relief through this year and 
19382 has been set in the recent cam- 
paign, but only $133,817.76 was con- 
tributed by 10,770 persons. 

“The figure we set as our goal was 
regarded as a minimum, based on our 
experience of the last year,” Hal 
Voorhis, chairman of the campaign, 
told the committee. “We are ap- 
proaching a new peak of neeessity. 

tesources of many hundreds of At- 
lanta families are utterly exhausted, 
after months of pinching and strug- 
gling without employment, and the re- 
rnd fund must carry the entire bur- 

en. 

The cost of unemployment emer- 
gency relief was estimated at $5,000 
a week, 

It was indicated as likely that ef- 
forts will be made to increase the 
amount available for the regular pro- 
gram of the Community Chest, also, 
perhaps by direct appeal to subscrib- 
ers. Of the minimum of $465,000, 
which has been declared essential to 
operate this social service program 
through 1932, the campaign appeal 
has produced only $416,991.17 from 
29,441 persons, 

“Not. only were subscriptions below 
the amount needed,” Frank Miller. 
executive director of the Chest, told 
the committee, “but collections on 
pledges for 1981 are slow. The ratio 
of collections to subscriptions is 83.8 
per cent, far far lower than normal.”

The systems differ as to what con- 
stitutes normal trump support in the 
hand of the partner of an original 
bid. Culbertson requires that partner 
have at least the queen and two small 
to support the suit bid originally, Lenz 
regards three small or ace and one 
small, or king and one small, or 
queen and knave as “neutral support,” 
warranting a raise of partner's suit 
bid if holding in other suits have 
some strength. 

Culbertson avoids original bids of 
no-trump whenever’ possible. He 
stresses that an original bid of one 
in a suit is the best way to approach 
what will prove to be the best con- 
tract for two combined hands. His is 
the “approach-forcing system.” Lenz 
favors an opening no-trump bid with 
even distribution. There are frequent- 
ly hands on which Lenz would bid one 
no-trump and Culbertson would bid 
one of a suit of which he held four 
cards, : 

For original bids of one each sys- 
tem requires two and one-half high 
card tricks, or honor tricks, or four 
probable or playing tricks.

CHINESE WILL ADOPT 
“FIGHT OR DIE” POLICY 
BY P. I, LIPSEY JR. 

PARIS, Dec. 5.—(4)—China will 
not evacuate Chinchow but will “fight 
and die there if necessary,” Dr, Alfred 
Sze, Chinese delegate to the council 
of the League of Nations, told council 
leaders today. 

After he had made this statement 
Dr. Sze conferred with Ambassador 
Charles G. Dawes for the purpose of 
determining the attitude the United 
States government would take if Ja- 
pan. occupied Chinchow. What Mr. 
Dawes told him was not made public. 

Meanwhile Nobumi Ito, legal expert 
of Japan’s League delegation, informed 
the council's drafting committee that 


|Tokyo was unalterably opposed to in- 


tervention by a third party, either 
through a commission of inquiry or 
through neutral observers, in the Man- 
churian conflict. 

The upshot of these interchanges 
was that the deadlock over the far 
eastern quarrel seemed tighter than 
ever. | 

Dr. Sze, it was understood, re- 
ceived no hope from members of the 
council that China would be assisted 
in retaining Chinchow. The Chinese 
delecate, it was said, was urged to 
tell Nanking to do ev erything to avoid 
renewed hostilities, even to with- 
drawing behind the Great Wall. 

M. Ito was reported to have told 
the council’s committee that Japan 
would not be satisfied until the Chi- 
nese army, and perhaps even the Chi- 
nese civil government, were removed 
from Chinchow and established behind 
the Great Wall. 

Dr. Sze revealed that at the request 
of President Chiang Kai-shek he had 
withdrawn his resignation as China’s 
League spokesman. He explained he 
submitted his resignation under pres- 
sure from a Chinese group in Paris 
that was dissatisfied with his manage- 
ment of Nanking’s case before the 
council. A statement issued in his 
behalf said: 

“Certain representatives of the 
Chinese colony in France expressed at 
a meeting last night their extreme dis- 
satisfaction with the weakness of the 


League, especially with the project of |

“At their request these views were

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World War Has Never Ended, 


Dr. Otto Vollbehr Asserts 
In Discussion of War Debts 


(Editorial Note—In the accom- 
panhying statement, Dr. Otto H. 
¥. Vollbehr, the famous scholar 
who brought the first books ever 
printed from movable type to this 
country, asserts that “the World 
War has never ended.” Dr. Voll- 
behr is one of the best known 
German savants in America, and 
has endeared himself to the 
American people by enabling con- 
gress to acquire his invaluable 
collection of 3,000 Incunabula, for 
exactly half the price which the 
books would have commanded in 
the open market. Among these 
books is the Gutenberg Bible 
which, together with the original 
copy of the Declaration of In- 
dependence, and the Constitution 
of the United States,. are the 
choicest possessions of the Con- 
gressional library.) 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 5.—Dr. Otto 
H. F.. Volibehr and Professor Albert 
Einstein are recognized in America 
as independent German thinkers and 
leaders whose views are invaluable to 


the settlement of affairs in our trou- 
bled world. Dr. Vollbehr has issued 
a statement in which he declares 
that he has undertaken “to lay a 
serious case in a serious way before 
the American public,” for the reason, 
he adds, that “the World War has 
never ended and its needless suffer- 
ing and terrible destruction still con- 
tinues.” 

The London ultimatum of 1921 de- 
cided that Germany was to pay $33,- 
000,000,000, in addition to surren- 
dering certain of her territories. 
“Even in the allied countries,” says 
Dr. Vollbehr, “people threw up their 
hands in despair because they knew 
that such payments could never be 
made, not even by the richest coun- 
try, less by a country that was dis- 
membered. Yet, the insanity of the 
peace makers knew no bounds, and 
so the dictum of the London confer- 
ence came into existence, and Ger- 
many had to live up to it, 


“Surprising as it may seem the 
capitalistic system became eager to 
lend money to the most outspoken foes 
of capitalism, namely to a socialistic 
government. Of course, the private 
debts which have been incurred in 
Germany are absolutely safe as long 
as France and the other beneficiaries 
of the Dawes plan and the Young 
plan are not rigorous in their at- 
tempt that reparations payments take 
precedence before payment of private 
debts. * 

“This question is now the pivotal 
point. France insists that private 
debts have to take a back seat, whilst 
Germany insists that her private debts 
have been made in good faith, and 
have not been imposed upon her by 
force as the reparations payments 
have been. 

“The world depression had the curi- 
ous consequences that the payments 
under the Young plan turned out to 
be heavier than the payments under 
the Dawes plan.” Dr. Vollbehr re- 
views the situation brought about by 
the reduction of commodity prices, 
the cessation of foreign loans, and the 
upset of reparations payments with 
their accumulated difficulties. These 
conditions, he declares “brought Ger- 
many to the end of her rope” in the 
spring of 1931. “It was then that 
President Hoover declared his mora- 
torium of all payments for one year, 
and almost at the same time the so- 
called ‘Stillhaltungs’ agreement was 
made, which means that all foreign- 
ers who had short term investments 
in Germany declared their willingness 
not to withdraw them until Feb- 
ruary, 1932.” ; 
‘Dr. Vollbehr reviews the history of 
events “when the reparations commis- 
sion, with the allies holding the up- 
perhand, depreciated the values of the 
German ships and at the same time 
ran up the figures on the allies ships. 
Germany was compelled to renounce 
to the allied powers the rights and 
intersts of her private citizens, in- 
cluding public-utility undertakings and 
concessions. in Russia,- Morocco, and 
China, without getting credit for 
them. Billions more of losses were 
piled up, for instance, by paying for 
allied troops that occupied Germany’s 
territory. The lost German colonies, 
even according to English computa- 
tions, were doubtless of greater value 
than the total war cost, And yet, 
Germany was not credited with one 
red cent for them. Then came tie 
inflations such as swept the world.” 

The human or psychological side of 
the problem is stated by Dr. Vollbehr 
as follows: 

“Germany has been 
wrong way, as no nation has eve? 
been so mistreated since the begin- 
ning of written history, especially aft- 
er the close of a war. Here are the 
14 points on whose _ promissory 
strength Germany laid down her arms, 
and which vanished into thin air when 
the consequences were drawn from the 
armistice. Then there is the Versailles 
treaty itself with its unbelievable stip- 
ulations, its crowning glory being the 
article 231, which lays the sole guilt 
for the outbreak of the war upon Ger- 
many's shoulders for the one reason 
only to supply a justification for the 
outrages of the treaty itself. 

“Then after the treaty we have the 
enforcement of the treaty, and this 
chapter makes every one blush, who 
has a drop of the milk of human kind- 
ness left in his system. It is not 
only the madness of the demands—no., 
it is the perversity of the enforcement 
of unenforceable conditions laid upon 
a nation who trusted in the honor of 
The senseless destruc- 


rubbed’ the

tion of property. the senseless op- 
pression of an already oppressed peo- 
ple, the wielding of knouts and whips | 
against a helpless population, the let- | 
ting loose of brutes and many-colored | 
savages from the far corners of the | 
earth upon the people of Luther, 
and Kant, and Goethe, are outrages 
that will go through historg for all 
times to come. 

“All these things were nothing*but 
a continuation of the war with other 
even with a blockade that

coln was in sore need. 


Tilasted six months after the armistice 


was declared, and which condemned 
hundreds of thousands of children and 
emaciated women and old people to 
the death of starvation. What we 


see now is another continuation of 
the war, this time wita other means, 
with financial means, with the golden 
bullets. 

“Is there a human being so utterly 
dispossessed of human feelings as to 
pass by these horrors after the war 
in complacency? It would speak ill 
toward the human race if it would 
stand for such doings. 

“It is not the material side alone 
that causes despair, it is even more 
so the. psychological side, and if there 
shall ever be peace again it is abso- 
lutely mecessary to re-establish the 
psychological equilibrium again, so 
that the German people may know 
that they are members of the human 
race. 

“I have not the slightest interest, 
nor the least intention, to stir up old 
memories, as I believe fervently that 
only by forgetting the terrible past, 
and looking toward a better future, 
will we find that common ground on 
which all must meet, if that happy 
event, world peace, is to be attained. 
But that does not mean that the 
pages of history have been expunged 
from the deeds recorded there. The 
German people would not be made 
of common clay but would be «pure 
angels from heaven if they could ever 
forget, even if they have forgiven. 

“Propaganda Against Germany.” 

“Of course, there would be every 
justification for digging up the past, 
if I have to see with my own eyes 
how the insidious propaganda against 
Germany is maintained day after day 
by a few persons who seemingly thrive 
on hatred, and who have no other am- 
bition in their lives than to keep past 
animosities alive. There recently ap- 
peared in the Saturday Evening Post, | 


founded by no other man than Ben- | 


jamin Franklin, an article by Garet 
Garrett who gave his good literary 
name to a diatribe against the Ger- 
mans in such a way, that even Wal- 
ter Lippman was forced, in the New 
York Tribune, to take issue with Mr. 
Garrett, and call him down in no «n- 
certain terms, 


“In reading the half-truths of Mr. 
Garrett one cannot help remembering 
a sentence which President Hoover 
used in his last Armistice Day ad- 
dress: ‘In every country men can se- 
sure public attention, and even a liv- 


.ing, by stirring malignant forces of 


fear and hate to their neighbors. As 
a result of these forces the world is 
more heavily armed than before the 
war. But when Mr. Garrett’s: rig- 
maroles found favor in the eyes. of 
the Chemical Foundation, incorporat- 
ed, and its president, Francis P. Gar- 
van, to such an extent that they were 
gathered into a neat little brochure 
of 103 pages, and prefaced by a few 
precious lines of Mr. Garvan in which 
he pokes fun at ‘the Kahns, the Wig- 
gins, the Mitchells, and the Dernbergs 
(perhaps meaning Dernburg). et al.’, 
then Mr. Garrett achieved what bor- 
ders on the ridiculous. : 

“It is, according to Theodore Roose- 
velt, sometimes wise to speak softly 
when you carry a big stick, but Ger- 
many has no big stick except the 
right to speak. And right alone com- 
mands a very low quotation on the 
political stock market. Soft speaking 
of the German side has been exercised 
now for 13 years. And to what 
avail? Even in Germany they are 
getting sick and tired of the utter 
uselessness of their soft speaking. be- 
cause they see that they sell them- 
selves more and more into hondage 
the longer they indulge in soft speak- 
ing and ‘in deceptive hopes. To refer 
to just one instance that came to 
the American knowledge on Novem- 
ber 9 ip a Paris dispatch to the New 
York Times, which said that ‘France 
has big plans, and would build a Sa- 
hara railroad and dig a ship canal out 
of reparations deliveries,’ I challenge 
everybody to show me the paragraph 
in the Treaty of Versailles where such 
a use of German reparations finds its 
justification. 

“If I read the signs of the time 
aright, the American people are 
awakening very rapidly to the insan- 
ity as well as the injustice of the 
settlements made in Versailles, and 
under the Dawes and the Young plans, 
the endeavor of all Garretts and Gar- 
vans, et al. notwithstanding. -I am 
bold enough to believe that the Ameri- 
can people will recall their lasting 
friendship with Germany. 

When Germany Helped Lincoln. 

“Germany has been the truest and 
most unselfish friend of the United 
States since the days of Valley Forge, 
when General von Steuben made the 
American soldiery into an army that 
could bring about three years later 
the surrender of Lord Cornwallis at 
Yorktown, up to the days of the Civil 
War when 60 German geuerals stood 
in the field on Lincoln’s gide, and 
when the German people in the home 
land bought from Lincoln’s special 
agent, Robert J. Walker, no less than 
$250,000,000 American bonds, at a 
time, when the porth was almost 
forced to give up the war. in 1863, 
on account of a depleted war chest. 
The significance of this German fi- 
nancial help for Lincoln is aptly de- 
scribed by Professor W., E. Dodd, of 
the Chicago University. when he says, 
in- “The Americana.’ ‘When the war 
was at its doubtful crisis, President 
Lincoln sent Walker as a commis- 
sioner of the treasury to Europe to 
borrow money on the best terms he 
could. Walker suceeeded beyond ex- 
pectation, for he secured $300,000, 
000 in gold at a time when the gov- 
ernment needed gold quite as much as 
army needed. men.’ 

“Later on, in .August, 1925, Pro- 
fessor Dodd.said in a lecture: ‘Lin- 
Walker went 
where he.borrowed more

Mahatma Declares — He 
Will:Not Relax Efforts 


in. Behalf of Country’s 
Independence.

LONDON, Dee, 5.—(UP)—The 
Mahatma M. K. Gandhi, leader of 
India’s millions in their struggle for 
independence, left London for India 
today with the expectation that his 
campaign of non-violent resistance 
against British rule would be re- 
newed. He is ready to go to jail if 
necessary, but ‘will not relax his ef- 
forts. in behalf of Indian independ- 
ence. 
Despite the inconclusive 
the round-table conference, 
prefessed no discouragement. 
“Tt has been worth my while com- 
ing,” he said, stan, in the win- 
dow of a. third-class “moking com- 
partment at Victoria station. “I am 
not returning with any unhappiness. 
I have not lost hope. If Z lost hope, 

I would lose faith in myself.” 

Before leaving, Gandhi gave the 
United Press an exclusive interview 
in which he described ‘the origins of 
his political creed. The name, “civil 
disobedience,” , which he. chose to de- 
scribe his unique politieal weapon, 
was created by the American natural- 
ist-philosopher, Henry D. Thoreau, 
of Concord; Mass,, he revealed. 

Adopted Name. 

Gandhi adopted the name, he said, 
from the title of Thoreau’s essay, 
“Civil Disobedience,” written © in 
i849. In it. Thoreau absailéd the 
United States government for its at- 
titude on slavery and the war with 
Mexico. Thoreau ‘himself practiced 
his creed and submitted to afrest at 
Concord for refusing to pay the poll 
tax as a demonstration of non-alle- 
giance to the government's policies. 

He first read Thoreau in Johannes- 
burg, South Africa, in 1908, Gandhi 
said. 

“The name Thoreau evolved well 
described my creed, so I adopted it,” 
he explained... “I was entranced by 
Thoreau’s philosophy and had many 
Indian leaders read his essays. No 
doubt they greatly influenced them.” 

Gandhi, like an animated mummy, 
half-unwrapped and shrouded in vo- 
luminous homespun of undyed cotton 
cloths, squatted on a folded blanket 
three feet from a roaring coal fire, 
dexterously spinning a wheel and 
turning out yarn. He described the 
birth of “civil disobedienee.” 

“In a meeting in a Jewish theater 
at Johannesburg in 1906 we-were at 
the end of our resourees,” he said, 
“fighting the humiliating “bill of the 
Transvaal government against my 
countrymen. 

“One man arose and said he would 
rather die than submit. He took a 
vow of non-submission. I1 suddenly 
realized that was the solution. I 
asked the meeting how many were 
ready to die. All arose and vowed 
they would not obey. 

“That meeting settled my fate. I 
saw that if I wanted to oppose a 
government, I should not resist vio- 
lently.” 

Thereafter. he continued, his creed, 
of which the Indian name is saty 
agraha, was gradually evolved and 
perfected. 

}ventually, Gandhi said, he believed 
it would be necessary to resume the 
struggle against the British with civil 
disobedience as a weapon to prove the 
strength of his movement. Asked if 
he expected to go to jail again, he 
smiled and said: ‘ 

“Probably. But I have been. jailed 
seven or eight times, and only for a 
total of four or five years. That's 
not much.” 

When Gandhi left London he was 
suffering from a cold, but he was 
dressed in loin cloth, shawl and san- 
dals without headgear. He smiled 
continuously, but appeared tired and 


unwell. 
Son Worried. 

“We are most concerned about him 
because he is unable to get rid of the 
cold from which he has suffered for 
more than a week,” his son said. 

“I am tired and slept only three 
hours Thursday night,” Gandhi com- 
plained. 

The weather was blustery and cold. 
Gandhi went to the station with a 
bodyguard of police and Scotland Yard 
men. Many surrounded the railroad 
carriage while photographers fought 
for pictures. Gandhi shook the hands 
of his well-wishers until the train left. 
His hacking cough frequently inter- 
rupted the greetings. The crowd sang 
“Auld Lang Syne” and “He’s a Jolly 
Good Fellow,” giving three cheers 
when the train departed. , 

Gandhi was accompanied by his 
son, Devidas; his English disciple, 
Miss Madeleine Slade, and his secre- 
tary,, Dessai. George Lansbury, for- 
mer labor cabinet member, presented 
Gandhi with a bouquet of chrysanthe- 
mums. <A girl in the crowd presented 
roses, 

Gandhi, coughing badly, told the 
press he would summon the India na- 
tional congress as soon as he return- 
ed, to review events during his ab- 
senee and decide on a future program.

BIG PART IN CONFERENCES

since the inception of the Dawes com- 
mittee, will play a major part in the 
coming reparations conferences, as 
General Dawes and Owen D. Young 
did eight years ago, while Franco-Bel- 
gian armies occupied the Ruhr.

American participation.” 

The Dawes committee took the bit 
in its teeth and almost before the op- 
position governments ascertained 
whither it was drifting it had pre 
pared its plan. a! 

Americans on the committee wét¢ 
Dawes and Young with Frank B. 
Kellogg, then ambassador to Britais, 
and Alanson B,. Houghton, then am- 
bassador to Germany, acting as liaison 
officers. 

Signed August 30, 1924, the Dawes 
plan provided a complicated financial 
structure which was to yield $625,- 
000,000 annually from the proceeds, of 
German railways and certain customs 
and consumers’ taxes. But it neg- 
lected to fix the number of years the 
annual payments should be made. 

It provided annual revenues _ of 
.1,250,000,000 marks from customs 
and consumption taxes ;- 660,000,000 
marks from the railways; 290.000,000 
from a transport tax paid on each 
'passenger ticket purchased on Ger- 
man railroads, and 300,000,000 marks 
from a blanket mortgage placed on 
Gérman industry.

Kuhtnick is suffering from oste- 
omyelitis, @ bone infection, which at- 
tacked his skull and jaw. Because 
of the location of the infection, his 
condition was critical until maggots 
were applied. Dr. C. G. Moore, 
Fremont, who sent to a New York 
laboratory for: them, said he be- 
lieved it was the first time they had 
been applied to infected argas of 
bones in the head or skull. 

As explained by Dr, Moore, ic 
has been found that the tiny white 
grubs. feed from the infected . flesh, 
leaving the living tissues clean and 
enabling nature to heal the wound.

SHAW'S SOVIET VIEWS 


KANSAS CiTY, Mo., Dec. 5.— 
(UP)—Frank Ireland Buckingham, 
Kansas City attorney, who went to 
soviet Russia to learn if it is the 
“land of promise.” as described by 
George Bernard Shaw, gave as his 
answer today an emphatic “no.” 

He drew a desolate word picture 
of Russia ag a land in which “lib- 
erty has been blotted out and church 
life destroyed, where promiscuity has 
taken the place of marriage, and 
where youthful hope and ambition is 
squelched early and entirely.” 

Buckingham spent four months in 
Russia as the personal representa- 
tive of Frank 8. Land. grand scribe 
of the Order of DeMolay. Land 
wanted to know the truth, the rea- 
son for Shaw's advice to youth to 
go to Russia as it applied to the 
young men in his: organization. 

“Shaw is 75 years old,” Bucking- 
ham said. “He is in his dotage. He 
went to Russia and lived in the best 
hotels. When he left his hotel he 
was accompanied by a host of ad- 
mirers. He saw only what they 
wanted him to see. ‘He talked in- 
cessantly and answered his own qués- 
thons, 

“As one of those who was with 

him explained to me, Shaw was 
shown a front without a back. He 
saw Russia in Moscow and Lenin- 
grad.” 
_ Among the working classes, Buck- 
ingham reported, there has been a 
marked improvement in large indus- 
trial centers. But these improve- 
ments have been effected, he aaid, 
by impoverishing those in the inte- 
rior. He expressed the opinion no 
other country in the civilized world 
will show conditions encountered in 
Russia. \

“Workers have no freedom,” Buck- 
ingham said. “They are subject to 
constant espionage. Their children 
are taken from them almost at birth 
and eared for by nurses while the 
parents work. At 16 the girl is at 
liberty to become the mistress of 
some man, the boy to become the 
lover of a woman. This has done 
much to destroy the moral fiber of 
the nation.” 

He said officials of the govern- 
ment openly boast that news is col- 
ored and workers read only what the 
soviet government wants them _ to 
read, and all the news is uniform. 
Drama, he added, is inspired propa- 
ganda, intended to exalt the govern- 
ment and to make the people content. 

The average Russian worker, he 
asserted, believes the United States 
has turned to communism, and that 
the army and navy are subject to 
oft-repeated revolt, and occasionally 
attack the White House.

“The raising of the general back- 
ground of education and intelligence 
of the whole community cannot pos- 
sibly be overdone in a land which 
hopes to develop successful ballot gov- 
ernment, provided only it is done with- 
out throwing the industrial fabric of 
society out of joint. In the end, suc- 
cessful ballot government depends 
upon just this thing, the real educa- 
tion of the voter, the raising of the 
general level of intelligence and back- 
ground of .the community. But in so 
far as any educational system in prac- 
tice works to disqualify the public 
educated from the world’s actual 
rough and tumble jobs it is moving in 
a dangerous direction.”

His play in the 
Tennessee game was one of the 
greatest all-around’ exhibitions 
given by any tackle this season. 
Ray Saunders, of the University of 
Tennessee, was given the other tackle 
position. He was outstanding play- 
er in the Volunteer line and even 
improyed over his spectacular play in 
the 1930 campaign. Saunders; scales 
close to 190 pounds and scarcely could 
be prevented from getting across the 
line fast and smashing enemy inter- 
ference.

HAYNES GOOD. 

It was hard to pick a pair of ends 
and leave off Vernon Haynés, of .Tu- 
lane. Haynes perhaps is as accurate 
& pass receiver as ever trod a grid- 
iron. And, like Dalrymple, Haynes 
gets down on quick-kicks with eel- 
like elusiveness. Haynes probably 
excels Smith and Dalrymple at block- 
ing, but the other two have it on 
him defensively. 

In Cain, McEver, Felts and Zim- 
merman you have a quartet that in 
defensive strength would certainly be 
All-American timber. With Zimmer- 
man playing safety, Felts backing up 
the line and McEver and Cain at side 
backs you would have an almost air- 
tight secondary defense both against 
running plays and a -“_ attack. 
These men close behind the line— 
Felts, Cain and McEver all weigh 
over 185 and two of them weigh over 
190, Cain being about 185. Zimmer- 
man tips the seales at 180. All four 
are fast and terrific tacklers. A team 
trying to gain ground with these four 
dreadnaughts pe in the back- 
ground would be well-nigh helpless. 

QUARTERBACK. 

Criticism might be directed at this 
team because the committee has not 
chosen a man for quarterback who 
has regularly appeared in the lineup 
at this position, The two leadin 
regular quarterbacks in the sout 
are Dawson and Downes. Neither is 
the ball-carrying type. Hence the 
committee feels that if it can find a 
man suited to both technical quar- 
terback ability and in addition be 
able to carry the ball and do other 
vital things on offense, then the team 
will be strengthened by putting 
him on, 

In Cain and Felts the commit- 
tes his two men in the backfield 
of great leadership ability, both 
of whom have played quarter- 
back. Last year Cain was the 
field leader and signal caller of 
the mighty Alabama Crimson 
Tide that waded through all 
southern opposition and then went 
to the Rose Bowl to wreck the 
hones of the Pacific coast cham- 
pions, the Washington Cougars. 
This was one of the greatest 
teams in southern history, and it 
was a remarkable tribute to the 
football brains and poise of John 
Hurry Cain that Wallace Wade 
should have chosen him, the only 
sephomore in the regular lineup, 
. call the signals and direct the 
play. 

And then it will be remembered that 
Nollie “Papa” Felts was quarterback 
for Tulane a large part of last year 
and in several games this year. When- 
ever D#wson is out of the lineup Felts 
ealls the signals for the brilliant 
Green brigade, champions of Dixie- 


land. 
NO WORRY. 

Therefore, with such leaders as 
Cain and Felts to alternate between 
the quarterback and fullback roles, 
the committee is not worried about 
a field leader.

No 
back can do more things and do them 
well than the power house of the Ala- 
bama team. Cain is a great offensive 
back, but his true worth comes out 
on tl defense. And what’s more, the 
Montgomerian has an ideal tempera- 
ment. He can play his best football 
without becoming too excited. 

Pacific Coast critics rate Cain as 
the best spot kicker ever to appear in 
Rose Bowl. No less than times 
this fall he has placed his left-footed 
kicks behind the enemies’ 10-yard line 
and out of Hounds. And when the 
Crimsons watt to spring a surprise 
passing attack, they let Cain flip them 


left-handed. 
McEVER. 

Gene McEver ‘makes a wonderful 
running mate for Cain, Felts and 
Zimmerman, The Vols during his three 
years in the lineup were never defeat- 
ed. No line the Vols have faced was 
ever able to stop McEver’s line plung- 
ing for any length of time. Tennes- 
see's great victories over Alabama 
and Vanderbilt were the results of 
McEver's brilliant play on the de- 
fense as well as the offense. They 
said the Vols couldn’t pass with the 
great Bobby Dodd gone, but McEver 
stepped right in Dodd's shoes as a 
passing wizard. The “Wild Bull” of 
Bristol changed from an elusive back 
in 1929 to one of the most powerful 
driving backs in the country. When 
the Vols needed a yard or two for 
first down, MeEver got it with his 
terrific drive. 

Papa Felts, experienced in 
football, was the truck horse of 
the Tulane backfield. He had 
the drive of a Judy Harlan and 
once by the line of scrimmage 
held his footing like a halfback. 

Felts was more like Pooley Hu- 

bert than any other back in the 

conference this year. In addi- 
tion to his physical prowess, he 
was a fine advisor, a coach in 
person in the backfield. Felts 
not only could kick his team out 
of danger. And right up against 
his own goal- line was - where 

Felts stood out in getting off 

soaring punts that gave his ends 

and tackles time to down 
under them. 

There was no leaving a man of 
Felts’ power, experience and heart off 
the team. And what a pounding he 
would give a line along with Cain 
and McEver to help him.. 

UNSTOPPABLE. 

By way of summary, this array of 
backs, winging into action behind a 
smooth, strong set of forwards should 
present an attack that would be well- 
nigh unstoppable. It may appear 


‘that the balance leans too heavily 


toward line-rushing tactics, but this 
is hardly so. what with Zimmerman 
as a masterful skirter of ends and a 
fine breakaway back and Cain and 
Felts both so powerful in off-tackle 
plays as to be a constant touchdown 
threat. Cain, especially, is something

5.—A score of unusual relics closely 
linked with the successful career of 
Old Ironsides ‘have been brought to 
light and will be on exhibit when the 
famous ship comes to this port De- 
cember 13. More interest is proba- 
bly attached to the visit of Old Iron- 
sides here than at any port it will 
visit on its entire cruise on account 
of the unusual connections of the fa- 
mous ship with the Georgia coast. 

Preble’s gold medal which was giv- 
en to the commander by congress as 
reward for the successful encounters 
with Algerian pirates in the first na- 
val war entered into by America, is 
in ession of Miss Ophelia and 
Miriam Dent, of Howfyl Plantation, 
near Brunswick, great granddangh- 
ters of Commodore John Herbert 
Dent, who commanded the Constitu- 
tion in the War with Tripoli under 
Preble. 
gave the medal to Commodore Dent's 
wife, whose descendants have pre- 
served it, and are allowing it to be 
displayed with other relics at the time 
of the ship’s stay in Brunswick. 

The carved personal chest, used by 
Dent while on Ironsides, is now owned 
by Retired Governor of Federal Re- 
serve M. B. Welborn, formerly of At- 
lanta, now of Jacksonville, Ala., grand- 
son of Commander Dent, who, with 
six relatives and friends, directly in- 
terested in the ship, will visit it dur- 
ing its stay in Brunswick, and will 
be guests of the Misses Dent. 

Mrs. Maxfield Parrish, wife of the 
famous painter, who is at her winter 
home an Saint Simons, is in posses- 
sion of the sword owned by Commo- 
dore Barry, who was in charge of the 
first naval committee in America 
which constructed Old Ironsides and 
five other ships for the first Ameri- 
can navy. 

The letters and contracts regarding 
the authorization and selection of the 
timbers for Old Ironsides are also in 
possession of Mrs. Parrish’s family. 

A carved cane and a handsomely 
carved vase, a perfect replica of a 
Portland, vase, are owned by Mrs. 
Cuyler King, of Macon, and by Mrs. 
Thornton Marye, granddaughter of 
Thomas Butler King, who was in con- 
gress in charge of naval affairs at the 
time the boat was authorized and 
whose plantation home was the pres- 
ent site of the Sea Island Golf Club. 
The cane and vase were made 100 
years ago from the stern post of the 
ship when it was reconditioned follow- 
ing the sensational poem of Oliver 
Wendell Holmes, which saved the ship 
from destruction. 

One of the most valuable relics to 
be displayed will be the original log 
of the United States, one of Old Irion- 
sides’ sister soips, which was kept on 
board by Admiral Fletcher and now 
owned by a great-great nephew, V. 
R. Coswell, of Brunswick. There will 
also be exhibited Fletcher's cane with 
concealed pistol made after the fash- 
ion of the day.

that of encouragement of negroes to 
register and vote with the white 
south. The burden of government is 
too heavy for one set of people to car- 
ry on single-handed. In this respect, 
the ballot is not to be used*as a 
luxury, nor is it to be used as a race 
session, but surely as an agent of 
utility for the good of all concerned; 
each race must pay taxes in order 
that our state may not be bankrupted. 
Upon the same principle the ballot 
should show no color line in our re- 
public. If one is a necessity in things 
economical, the other is more so in 
things moral. e urge, therefore, 
that our white statesmen revamp 


of pfeventing the negro from voting, 
they should insist upon all men yot- 
ing.’ 

In speaking of the lack of educa- 
tional facilities for colored people as 
to education, “we are very gravel 
concerned over the educational facilli- 
ties of the state of Georgia both as 
to church and state schools. While we 
are very definitely committed to high- 
er training as carried on by Paine 
College and other higher grade church 
institutions, we fully realize that the 
state has the great responsibility of 
carrying on the task of education for 
the elementary grades and high 
schools, and a state college for negro 
people. It is alarming, when one re- 
views the state’s record in this re- 
spect. We have less than fifteen high 
schools of full twelve grades in the 
state for negro children who repre- 
sent a popdlation of more than a mil- 
lion people, while the teachers are 
poorly paid in our elementary schools. 

“In the matter of our state college, 
we are calling attention to the fact 
the state itself is a strange paradox 
in the matter of supporting and stand- 
ardizing of state college for negro 
youth. That it has failed to make its 
own institution a standard grade col- 
lege for negro youth is the saddest 
indictment against our proud people. 
It is unthinkable that our state, with 
all of its resources, depends upon the 
church, colleges and philanthropic 
boards to maintain first-rate colleges 
for negroes. That it, is committed to 
a policy that destroys the life of the 
—— ig nothing less than crim- 
inal. 

“Plain justice would demand an 
immediate remedy, and the placing of 
the negro college upon a par, or make 
it a. part of the university system 
with the same grade of instruction. 
Further, we urge that the state add 
to the state college for negroes the 
department of medicine and law. 
Every negro doctor in the state was 
forced to leave his state for profes- 
sional training, and to pay for tuition. 
Georgia cannot long remain blind to 
this grave injustice, which destroys 
two races, one by preventing its shar- 
ing the finer things and opportunities 
of life, and the other for the reason 
it stultifies its conscience.”

Patrons of Crime. 


Just here is to be found the most 
significantly deadly symptém of the 
crime disease, which has fastened 
itself upon our society. Criminals 
are now businessmen, with crime ef- 
ficiently organized to do business with 
its patrons. Its patrons, however, 
are drawn from the field of legitimate 
business, Every “racket” takes toll 
of some legitimate business, and could 
not be successful unless, either 
through fear or greed, legitimate basi- 
ness yielded its co-operation. id- 
naping is only .successful when the 
victim’s family or. friends@pay the 
ransom, This is usually accomplish- 
ed through. the mediation of some 
lawyer, or other representative of the 
legitimate world. LKvery form of rob- 
bery, with the exception of legal cur- 
rency, in order to be profitable, must 
in some way sell its stolen goods back 
to the legal world. Every form of 
political graft means that the crimi- 
nal official must have patrons, who 
will buy illegitimate priviliges of some 
nature. Every investigation of this 
form of crime reveals, not merely 
criminal officials who receive bribes. 
but legitimate business paying the 
bribes. 


_ So when we face this gigantic illegal 

liquor business, we are faced with 
the truth that it could not exist but 
for the support which it receives 
from the patrons of ‘the legitimate 
business world. We have been pass- 
ing through a business depression, in 
which values of every kind—realty, 
steel, oil, autos,. cotton, food, ete— 
have decreased. Whatever may be the 
reason, or the reasons, back of it all, 
the immediate cause is a “buyer's 
strike.” It is a truism that in pro- 
portion to the decrease of demand; 
there is a depreciation in supply. A 
“buyer’s strike’ in the illegitimate 
liquor business would in three months 
bankrupt bootleggers and put gang- 
sters out of business, 

Of course we are told that this can- 
not be done, because it is impossible 
to enforce the law. I agree that the 
law can never be enforced by police- 
men, but it can be obeyed. I grant 
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law for himself, “Can I refrain from 
giving my support to the illegal liq- 
uor traffic?’ * That -mearfs to stop 
drinking, or serving drinks to others. 
Who is it who cannot do this? It 
is true that there are some pathetic 
people, who have been gripped by the 
diseased taste for liquor, who are 
helpless so long as. they. can obtain 
it. If, “however, the vast majority 
of those who now support the liquor 
business would “cease. to do sé, “the 
business would 
profitable, -that it. would scarcely be 
able to furnish those .who must, have 
it.» Why net boycott’ the bootlegger ? 
‘ What Is a Bad Law? 


. The answer here’ has’ been that 
it is-a bad law, and for that rea- 
son should not -be obeyed. The test 
of whether a.law is good or bad is 
whether its successful operation would 
be hurtful ‘to ‘society. -On this test I 
should be willing to rest the whole 
question. The so-called “blue laws.” 
such as the suspension of all traffic 
and every. form of business on a Sab- 
bath day, have often been brought 
into disrepute and repealed, by their 
enforcement. What a fair and fine 
thing it would be to put this test to 
our prohibition laws. What harm 
would it do to society? I am not 
asking now what goed it would do, 
but simply what hurt it would do. 
I gan think of nothing, except that 
it would take away from some peo- 
ple a great deal of pleasure. If 
there were no otheriforms of recrea- 
tion, other than. those~stimulated by 
intoxication, this might be a serious 
objection, But. would-it do any harm 
to people of this.,country to change 
the expression of: their recreations, 
from those dependent upon intoxicat- 
ing ‘liquors to other expressions of 
play? On the other hand, if there 
was no other social good to be gained 
from-obedience to these laws, would 
not the destruction of the illegal liq- 
uor business, with all. of its accom- 
paniments of terrorism \and_ crime, 
justify the experiment?: 

If the numbers of those -who are 
willing to support the bootleggers and 
gangsters continue to increase to such 
an extent as to annul the law, then 
it seems to mé we will have no oth- 
er recourse than its repeal. Before 
we reach that point, however, let us 
face the terrible significance of such 
an acknowledgment. It will be noth- 
ing less than an absolute »surrender 
of our government to the underworld. 
It will be a confession of the defeat 
of democracy. And what shall be 
said of that multitude of citizens, who 
while enjoying all the protection and 
privileges of: democracy; are ‘in alli- 
ance with bootleggers and gangsters 
to destroy the authority of our gov- 
ernment. It is pure and simple re- 
bellion. It is a lawless attempt to 
make what is unlawful, legal. It 
has the same justification which a 
lynching mob has, when in the name 
of justice and virtue, it usurps the 
authority of the government, and be- 
comes a law unto itself. To call the 
prohibition laws, or any laws placed 
upon our statute books in an orderly 
and constitutional way, the mother 
of crime, is to render the vocabulary 


of eur language meaningless,. and to 
destroy the standards by which we 


that some laws are so impractical, determine our moral judgments.

| Brazil has common boundaries witb 
all the other South American nations 
‘except Chile and Panama. If the old 
rule of international politics, “hate 
your neighbor and love your neigh- 
bor’s neighbor’ were in effect here, 
Brazil -would be at outs with ‘prac- 
tically all of the continent 


The rule holds in so far /as Chile is 
concerned, for Brazil and Chile are 
eood friends, seeing eye to eye in 
most of the problems of continental 
polities. And it can hardly be ignored 
that this friendship has its basis in a 
mutual fear—and perhaps envy—of 
the Argentine. These are the three 
great powers of South America. ‘The 
center one is the greatest economically 
and the most aggressive politically. 
The other two naturally draw _ to- 
gether in sympathy. There is no sug- 
gestion of an alliance—no desire for 
/one—but there is mutual resentmeht 
,of Argentine activities. <Any talk of 
;an “ABC” entente to embrace Ar- 
|gentina, Brazil and Chile is highly

| With her other neighbors Brazil is 


‘on friendly terms so far as they come 
within the orbit of her consciousness. 
| With most of them she is in contact 
only across the vast interior spaces of 
_her own territory and has only the 
‘slightest political. economic or social 
relations. Only Uruguay and Argen- 
tina are of any moment in her na- 
tional life. 


most of her neighbors is remarkable, 
in view of the fact that at one time 
or another Brazil has taken territory 
from every one of them. Yet in only 
one case, that of Paraguay, was the 
transfer due tod military victory. That 
was after the war of Brazil, Uruguay 
and Argentina against the Paraguayan 
dictator, Lopez, in the early ’70s.

All of the other acquisitions of 
Brazil have been the result either of 
diplomatic negotiations or of arbitral 
awards. The first was a large sec- 
tion of Uruguay which, under the old 
| Spanish-Portuguese treaties, had been 
| Spanish, 
| Later a still larger slice of Bolivian 
| territory pushed back the old Spanish 
ifrontier. Venezuela also yielded her 
claim to a sizable section of her ter- 
ritory. A boundary dispute with Ar- 
genhtina was submitted to arbitration 
and decided in favor of Brazil. The 
same is,true of boundary disputes be- 
putes between that country and both 
British and French Guiana, 

To make the tale complete Ecua- 
dor and Colombia each made substan- 
tial eontributions to Brazilian terri- 
‘tory by treaties peacefully negotiated. 
| Thete is° still some discussion with 
both Bolivia and Paraguay as to the 
exact location on the ground of the 
boundaries fixed by the treaties, but 
otherwise Brazil's frontiers are fixed. 

The minor disputes with Bolivia 
and Paraguay most unfortunately kept 
Brazil, whose government did not 
wish to prejudice the settlement of 
these matters, from taking a place on 
the neutral commission Appointed to 
deal with the Chaco controversy. 
Brazil is on the ground, enjoys friend- 
ly relations with both contestants and 
could bring strong influence to bear 
on behalf of a peaceful settlement. 
The same is true of Argentina, which 
is undertsood to have stayed off the 
commission because Brazil did. .Thus 
the two great neighboring powers are 
enabled to participate only informal'y 
and indirectly in the negotiations over 
a question most menacing to the peace 
of South America.

the United States of Brazil for the 
United States of America. There are 
numerous causes and numerous ex- 
planations for this, but the fact is 
assured. 


Whatever personal friendliness one 
may experience in the Spanish-speak- 
ing countries—-and there is a wealth 
of it—one never gets away from the 
feeling that the majority of the people 
of thes nations carry a chip on the 
shoulder so far as the United States 
is concerned. Some are eagerly hos- 
tile; others are more inclined to be 
disinterested. But in none of them 
does one have the feeling of .spon- 
taneous and whole-hearted regard that 
is experienced in Brazil. 


One reason advanced is that the 
Brazilians, like ourselves, are strang- 
ers in Spanish-speaking America. We 
are not only the two largest. coun- 
tries, but the only two important pow- 
ers that speak a foreign tongue. That 
at least sets us off together and offers 
us the opportunity to be friendly with 
each other. 

The economic reason is, perhaps, 
more powerful. In a normal year the 
United States buys from Brazil abou: 
$200,000,000 worth of goods and sells 
her about $120,000,000, leaving a dif- 
ference which practically covers Bra- 
zil’s entire favorable trade balance. 
Great Britain, on the other hand, 
takes about $20,000,000 worth of Bra- 
zilian products and sells Brazil about 
$85,000,000 worth of British — goods, 
thus wiping out most of the favorable 
balance with this country. It may 
be noted in passing that, in striking 
contrast with Argentina, there is in 
Brazil no campaign to “buy from 
those who buy from us!” 

Aside from language and politics 
there is another factor which undoubt- 
edly plays its part. ‘That is, the ehar- 
acter of the Brazilians. His soul does 
not crave the exaltation which alone 
will satisfy his Spanish-speaking 
neighbors. He is a quiet, friendly 
person, who has his own merits and 
is quick to recognize those of others. 
It does not seem to occur to him to 
be jealous because he does not pws- 
sess all the virtues, much less to de- 
mand recognition of merits he does 

sess, 
not possess Peas 

As a result of this amiable char- 
acter, the Brazilians frankly admire 
what there is to admire in our civili- 
zation without feeling it ittceumbent 
upon them to set up countervailing 
values, real or fancied. They are even 
loath to become exercised when we 
fail to recognize their good qualities, 
philosophically concluding, no doubt, 
that it is more our loss than theirs. 

American ideas, American capital. 
American residents and American 
products are all welcome in Brazil. 
American capitalists have loaned to 
Brazil, including states and munici- 
palities, approximately %$285,.000,000. 
They have invested $105,000,000 in 
the publie utilities of the country, and 
various other enterprises account for 
$110,000,000 more. Thus there is a 
total of $500,000,000 of American 
money invested in Brazil. 

This is only about one-third the 
total British investment, but the sig- 
nificant fact is that while most of the 
British investment was made by 1913, 
he American investment has practical- 
ty all been made since that time. In- 
cidentally, we could learn considerable 
about such-investments by studying 
what the British have done. 

Along with this increasing invest- 
ment from America has gone an im- 
provement in communications, which 
has brought the two countries much 
nearer together. It is no longer neces- 
sary to take a ship fo London to get

The rigid surveillance has become 
necessary in view of the fact that no 
less than 60 members of the diplo- 
matic staff have given up their posi- 
tions at the embassy in the past five 
years and have become the sworn 
enemies of the ambassador and their 
former colleagues. It is .a custom 
ameng soviet embassy employes never 
to leave either their home or their of- 
fice alone. They always travel in 
pairs. 

The embassy itself is virtually a 
citadel. To obtain admission one re- 
quires passwords and letters of intro- 
duction. French policemen’ stand 
guard outside, night and day. Inside 


the Ogpu, or soviet secret police, reg- | 


ulates every phase of activity. There 
have been so many shootings and at- 
tempts on the employes of soviet em- 
bassies or trade delegations in Eu- 
rope, including those of Paris, that 
the strictest watchfulness has become 
necessary. 


The soviet embassy in Paris is a 
huge complex of buildings standing in 
a vast garden located in the very 


heart of the city. In the rear the 
property abuts. on..the Italian em- 
bassy. There is a splendid garden 
stretching for. half a mile along the 
Due de Grenelle. It-was formerly the 
property of the czarist government, of 
course, and as several of the czars 
were entertained there im the past, an 
idea may be formed of its spacious- 
ness and lIluxurious appointment. 
Since the soviets have. installed them- 
selves there, they .have enlarged the 
office buildings. 3 

To obtain admission to the embas- 
sy grounds oné must apply at the 
porter’s lodge which is entered direct- 


ly from the street. Nothing can be 
seen from the street of the consid- 
erable buildings behind the 20-foot 
high wall that encircles the property 
on all sides. Officials in the porter’s 
lodge examine the papers, identity 


cards and passports of visitors before | 


allowing them to pass a step beyond. 
The staff of examining officials is 
changed nearly every month. The 
slightest error, that is to say, if ever 
anyone allows the wrong person to 
penetrate as far as the ambassador's 
private office or to that of the em- 
bassy's counsellor’s apartments, he is 
immediately dismissed and ordered to 
report back to Moscow. Sixty offi- 
cials have refused to obey this order 
in the past year.

Under Ambassador Krassine and 
later under Ambassador Christian 
Rakwosky, the soviet embassy in 


Paris was a lavish entertainer. Es- 
pecially Rakwosky, who lives at pres- 
ent in exile in Siberia, sought con- 
tact with French and foreign intel- 
lectuals. Being a perfect linguist and 
one of the most accomplished causeurs 
in Europe, perhaps, Rakwosky’s re- 
ceptions were for several winters the 
talk of the French capital. The huf- 
fet ‘was generous and the best of 
wines were offered. Writers, artists, 
journalists, actors and political fig- 
ures crowded the red salons. There 
was no difficulty in approaching Rak- 
wosky with questions on soviet policv 
and he answered frankly at all times. 
This was perhaps one of the reasons 
of his recall. 


The present occupant of the high 
office, M. Dovgalevsky, is a reticent 
man, who tries to keep the press at 


bay by the issuance of weekly bulle- 
tins. When, however, a correspond- 
ent wishes to inform himself on some 
particular point, he has to overcome 
countless difficulties and must explain 
his mission, fully at least half a dozen 
times to minor officials, who after 
due consultation, will perhaps allow 
the inquiring reporter to penetrate 
into the mysterious inner sanctum. 


Statements Repudiated. 
After the porter’s lodge one cross- 
es a stretch of garden and one enters 
the office buildings. Here are entire 


rooms filled with short-haired typists, 
accountants and sec ries. Every- 
thing runs as smoothly as clock-work. 
There is a press department where 
journalists are réceived and sent away 
with some official bulletin in their 
pockets, if they do not insist on fuller 
information. Everywhere the visitor 
is conscious of an atmosphere of sus- 
picion, even if he has steadfastly at- 
tempted to report the truth and noth- 
ing but the truth. 


Many foreign correspondents in 
Paris avoid the embassy like a pest, 


on aceouht of the double-dealing and 
duplicity which they have experienced 
there. If the ambassador or one of 
his chief lieutenants make a state- 
ment, which ultimately leads them in 
hot water, they simply repudiate the 
reporter and pretend never to have 
seen hig.

Lord 
Acton has done this identical thing im 
his unsurpassed way, and_ nothing 
quite so condemnatory as the réefer- 
ences of Charles Kingsley in “Hypa- 
tia” to the corruptions ‘and fanati- 
ecisms of the Alexandrian church is 
found in the book under discussion. 
The mention of an eminent Roman 
Catholic and’ Protestant authority ad- 
justs the balance, and leaves one free 
to observe that Mr. Browne does not 
explain why this wnearthly religion

Democratic Fiscal Program 
Outlined by Senator Hull; 


Sweeping Reforms Necessary

United States Senator From Tennessee 


There is manifest necessity for basic 
reform of the spirit and pplicy of re- 
trenchment, economy and financing in 
our entire government affairs. Peoples 
and governments—federal, state and 
local—are today groaning ‘under colos- 
sal loads of ever-increasing taxes. ex- 
penditures and debt, epproaching a 
critical aud unbearable stage. The 
dominant fiscal leadership of the na- 
tion since 1920 cannot escape its 
measurable share of responsibility for 
these revolutionary developments, ~ 


Taxes of these various governments 
and their subdivisions are overlap- 
ping, grossly inequitabie, and exces- 
sive, with their unheard-of increase 
from $7.500,000.000 to $9,790,000,000 
from 1922 to 1929, Instead of vigualiz- 
ing and treating federal, state and 
local taxes as one common burden on 
the 123,000,000 American people and 
prescribing tax structures with such 
uniformity and co-ordination as would 
promote the maximum of equity -for 
every class of taxpayers, measured by 
the doctrine of abili ty to pay, we see 
today a thoroughly confused, demora!- 
ized, and chaotic tax situation, with 
most systems distinguished by discrim- 
inations, excessive exeraptions, excep- 
tions, allowances, unscientific rates, 
double, triplicate and quadruple tax- 
ation, and narrow and lop-sided meth- 
ods, as the fule rather than the ex- 
ception. 

Our combined federal, state and 
local expenditures are running wild, 
with a present peak of near $12.000,- 
000,000, with budgetary policies often 
evaded, ignored, abused or non-exist- 
ent. while a spirit of waste and ex- 
travagance reigns supreme. The great 
orgy of expenditures must be halted 
and restricted to neceseary or produc- 
tive purposes, while those of an actual 
emergency nature, such as unemploy- 
ment and other exigencies, must re- 
ceive eyery attention. 

The federal, state and local in- 
debtedness in 1929 has climbed to 
$30,000,000 ,000, which, with annual 
taxes, aggregate 1 near 12 1-2 per cent. 
of the actual wealth or capital of the 
nation, while a vast portion of such 
indebtedness was incurred hastily, un- 
wisely and unsoundly, with no sinking 
fund provisions, and is subject to ex- 
cessive interest. and inadequate tax 
rates, The new federa! debt now be- 
ing created to meet accruing treasury 
deficits will, in the end, exceed $2,000,- 
(100,000, and this amount in the future 
will nullify and wipe out the com- 
hined amount of the four so-called tax 
reductions during the past ten years 
and we shall have tax levies of 
$2,000,000,000 over again. Less than 
$1,000,000,000 of our public debt re- 
duction since 1920 came from tax re- 
ceipts; the chief portion came from 
the proceeds of the government assets 
of a $6,379,000,000 on hand in Au- 
gust, 1919, when the debt was at its 
peak, and they are now virtually ex- 
hausted, ‘This automatic manner in 
which debt reduction has thus far | 
occurred has now ended, and skillful | 
financing for the first time beasmes 
necessary.

Editor Constitution: In veheresath 
to the statement in connection with 
the news report of the recent accident 
in which four small school children

I quote from the traffic code of the 
city of Atlanta, section 38: ‘Two 
sets of adequate brakes shall be pro- 
vided on @M motor vehicles at all’ 
times and shall be kept in good work- 
ing order, except that motorcycles 
shall be provided with one sect of ade- 
quate brakes kept in good working 
order.”

Tuberculosis is caused by a tiny 
germ which may invade almost any 
part of the body. There is only space 
here to discuss the most common type 
of the disease, tuberculosis of the 
lungs, the old-fashioned ‘“‘consump- 
tion. Doetors have now learned a 
great deal about it, but unfortunately 
we have not learned how to cure it 
rapidly. On the other hand, although 
diagnosis is probably more acearate, | 
less than half as many people are 
dying of tubetculosis in the United 
States today as died only 20 years 
aco. The principal reasons for this 
fact are probably that the average 
American family lives better today 
than they did 20 years ago, and people 
have been educated to seek medical 
advice earlier. In certain communi- 
ties where intensive health work has 
been carried on, the death rate has 
fallen even lower. ‘Through . such 
measures, we want to have the inci- 
dence of tuberculosis: in Georgia as 
low as the lowest, or even lower. 

Tuberculosis is particularly serious 
in children. Many children in the 
past have contracted the disease from 
cows’ milk. By testing all milch 
cows for tuberculosis and killing off 
the diseased ones, this souree of in- 
fection can be completely shut off. 
There is very small chance of con- 
tracting tuberculosis from cows’ milk 
in ‘Atlanta. Pasteurization will also 
destroy the tuberculosis germs in milk. 


tuberculosis is careful not to spread 
the disease, tuberculosis can be wiped 
off the map. This is a high aim, but 
it is worth shooting at. 

Nearly all of us by the time we are 
grown have taken some tuberculosis | 
germs into our system. If we do not 
get too many and if we keep in good 
health, the chances are that we can 
set through life without any trouble 
them. Having a few tubercu- 
losis germs in the body, is of course, 
not the same thing as being sick with 
the disease. But sometimes the dis- 
ease makes great progress before the 
person realizes he is sick. It is there- 
fore advisable for everyone to be ex- 
amided regularly. It is most impor- 
tant for anyone who has lived in the 
house with a tuberculous person to 
be examined at least once in six 
months until he is 21. To protect chil- 
dren, everyone who is thrown in close 
contact with them should be examined. 
To protect himself, everyone should be 
thoroughfy examined who has any of 
the most common symptoms of tuber- 
culosis, These are: 

Easy tiring, and loss of strength. 
loss of appetite, loss of weight, rapid 
pulse, afternoon fever, night sweats, 
persisgent cough, especially when blood 
is coughed up. 

Each of these symptoms may be 
caused by other diseases, so it is often 
impossible for the doctor to say at 
one examination that the person is not 
tuberculous. If there-is any doubt, 
the doctor should keep him under ob- 
servation. It is not a sign of lack of 
skill or knowledge when a physician 
cannot tell you in a few minutes just 
what ails you; it is more likely to 
mean that he is very conscientious, 
is interested in you and wants to 
make a definite diagnosis just as soon 
as he can find enough grounds to be 
sure of his suspicions. An X-ray pic- 
ture is often mecessary to clear up 
the diagnosis. 

It is tremendously important for tu- 
bereulosis to be diagnosed early, not 
only to control the spread of the dis- 
ease to others, but also to effect the 
cure of the person who already has 
it. When tuberculosis is diagnosed 
early, the patient can almost always 
cet well; when the diagnosis is — 
late, the chances are not so good.

HOLLYWOOD, Cal., Dec. 5.—The 
motion picture’s year of reckoning 
would seem to be at hand. Unless 
the prophecies of those statisticians 
who are howling calamity from the 
housetaps these days are entirely in 
the wrong, it will be a hard pull for 
some of the producers merrily grind- 


ing out gelatine entertainment to 
keep their heads abeve water under 
present conditions, 
It is the unanimous agreement of 
all interested in the manufacture of 
talking pictures that Irving Thalberg 
and Louis B. Mayer, directing the 
destinies of Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer 
studios, have made the most brilliant 
record for successes in pictures for 
the past year. 
This opinion would seem to be more 
than strengthened by the New York 
banking crowds, meeting in execu- 
tive session, and voting unanimously 
on the ability of this team. 
Some time ago in these columns I 
ave you the inside story of Irving 
halberg’s. theory of picture making 
—names backed by sound stories. But 
first and foremost capitalizing per- 
sonalities to the world. That this 
method of procedure has had the most 
startlingly successful results, the ac- 
tion of New York bankers proves, 
Backed by Stories. 
But, the Thalberg method has been 
successful only from the standpoint 
that he has backed his personalities 
with good stories and good dialogue.

The art of writing in gelatine 
is a gift not distributed widely. To 
those who have it to perfection, fabu- 
lous sums are paid. Half a million 
a picture has been given an artist for 
making a box-office smash out of what 
could a very ordinary picture. 

So these giants of the cinema will, 
possibly, not feel the pressure of the 
wage cut. But the director who is 
earning anywhere from eight hundred

Recent good flour 
sales increased milling ,activities and 
resulted in increased offerings of all 
mill feeds. The dem@nd for bran, 
however, was fairly active despite the 
mild weather which continued to pre- 
vail over most of the eastern hal of 
the United States. Inquiries at At- 
lanta and Birmingham continued light. 
Supplies of both bran and shorts in- 
creased somewhat during the week and 
prices declined materially at Nash- 
ville due to the very slow demand. 
The market was inactive at Memphis 
with purchases generally limited to 
small lots taken on bid somewhat un- 
der the asking prices. 

Feed grain markets continued weak 
and prices suffered further declines 


during the past week, largely as a re-). 


sult of the decline in wheat. Mar- 
ketings of corn and oats were rela- 
tively small since farmers were not 
selling freely at current prices. Pri- 
mary receipts of corn totaled only 2,- 
377.000 bushels, making a total for the 
season of 10,867,000 bushels, com- 
pared with 16,561,000 bushels for the 
corresponding period last year, when 
the crop was nearly 600,000,000 bush- 
els Jess. Trading in feed grain con- 
tinued very light at Atlanta. Offer- 
ings at Birmingham while of only 
fair volume were apparently about 
equal to market requirement. Sup- 
lies of corn increased slightly at 
Nashville during the week but offer- 
ings of oats were so light that stocks 
were, materially reduced despite the 
comparatively slow demand for both 
grains.

Special Program 
Given for 1931-32 
By Mrs. Turner 


BY MRS. W. A. TURNER, 
Chairman of Correction. 
The division of correetion of the 


General Federation of Women's Clubs, 
Mrs. Julia K. Faffray, chairman, has 
issued a special program of work for 
1931-32 which was approved by the 
executive board of the general federa- 
tion in September. Among other mat- 
ters requiring legislative action, the 
division présents to the state federa- 
tion chairman of ‘correction the neces- 
sity for active. work in support of 
state legislation to supplement the 
Hawes-Cooper act. This act. which 
was passed by congress in 1929 and 
was supported by the General Federa- 
tion of W omen’s Clubs and other or- 
ganizations, is simply an enabling act 
that takes effect in January, 1934, 
and of itself enforces ‘nothing. State 
legislation is necessary to make it ef- 
fective. The problem is to secure the 
passage of state legislation which will 
be constitutional and can be enforced 
with benefit to the state. -: 


The national committee on prisons 
and prison labor is proposing state 
legislation modeled upon the Hawes- 
Cooper act, viz., to extend the laws 
through which a state regulates the 
sale of its prison goods to all prison 
goods sold within ‘the state, whether 
manufactured within the state or in 
some other state. This will make it 
easy for states with good prison labor 
legislation to regulate the sale of 
prison-made goods from other states. 
Where states hate no good prison la- 
bor legislation or faulty laws a cam- 
paign for the enactment of a bill ap- 
plying to all convict-made goods alike 


should lead to the enactment of ade- 


quate legislation for the state’s own 
prison products. The effective work 


of the state federations in support of 
the Hawes-Cooper act makes it prop. 
er that they should take the initiative 
in securing the state legislation which 
will enable the states to benefit by the 
act. The division of correction urge; 
the state federation to take steps to 
have a model state law introduced.

Mrs. W. B. Smith, of Tennile, sec- 
ond vice president of Georgia Fed- 
eration of Women's Clubs, made an 
interesting and exceedingly enter- 
taining speech on the Tallulah Falls 
school at the convention of the first 
district of Georgia Federation of 
Women’s Clubs held in Savannah on 
November 6, She said: 

“IT would be untrue to the im- 
pane of a grateful and appreciative 
eart were I not to express my 
thanks to you for the honor of being 
invited to speak at your annual con- 
vention today. It is gratifying to 
be welcome to any city, but espe- 
cially to the beautiful and historic 
city of Savannah. The first state 
club meeting that I ever attended 
was the convention of the Georgia 
Federation of Women's Clubs in Sa- 
vaimah in November, 1921. In read- 
ing the constitution of the Georgia 
Federation of Weamen's Clubs we 
learn that the object shall be to unite 
the influence and service of women 
in promoting educational, civic, so- 
cial and moral advancement in the 
state. I shall attempt to discuss, for 
a few minutes, one phase of _ the 
work that is being promoted by the 
clubwomen of Georgia, namely, a part 
of their educational program. 

“We love chilJren and, because we 
love them, we are interested in them. 
‘All children are born equal in the 
sight of God. Equality of opportu- 
nity in a democracy implies that 
every boy or girl shall have an equal 
chance with his fellows to deyelop 
to the very utmost according to his 
capacities and endowments. This is 
democracy, and anything short of 
such a creed is undemocratic, The 
objectives of education are twofold: 
First, to enable the individual to 
rise to the height of his endowments 
and capacities; and, second, to be- 
come a citizen of power in the state. 
Cducation is not merely accumula- 
tion of knowledge, but it is to de-, 
velop the mind so the child can 
think. It is thought that wrought a 
revolution in the industrial and sci- 
entific world. James Watt saw the 
lid of a coffee pot bounce up and 
down as the coffee boiled, and then 
he discovered the wonderful power of 
steam. His thinking has caused the 
nation to be covered with a network 
of railfoads on which the great iron 
wonders speed from one side of the 
continent to the other, and has put 
hundreds of steamboats to ploughing 
the blue ocean. It was thought of 
Benjamin Franklin that pulled the 
lightning from the clouds when it 
had been looked on as man’s enemy 
and made his servant. It was thought 
Whitney that invented the 
thought of Columbus that 
gp a new world; thought of Gali- 

who saw an apple fall from a 
wah and discovered the law of gravi- 
tation. It was thonght that enabled 
Dr. Crawford W. Long to discover 
anesthesia whereby an operation can 
be performed without pain. History 
teaches that only those whose minds 
have been well developed hecome the 
great thinkers of the world. 

Tallulahé Falls School. 

“It was thought that inspired Mrs. 
Lipscomb to work for and establish 
f permanent school at Tallulah Falls 
22 years ago. Wer first idea was to 
get the mountain people themselves 
interested; later, it occurred to her 
that it would be a beautiful thing 
for the Georgia federation to organize 
and maintain a school at Tallulah 
Falls. Her suggestion met the hearty 
indorsement of the clubwomen, and. 
after several years of arduous and 
unselfish labor on the part of Mrs. 
Lipscomb, with the earnest co-opera- 
tion of the clubs. the school stands 
teday as a memorial to Mrs. Lips- 
comb and her co-workers, the club- 
women of Georgia. Tallulah Falls 
Industrial school was opengd in July, 

. with one small building and 
five acres. The greater Tallulah. 
dedicated June, 1925. consists of 230 
acres of land and 11 well-equipped 
buildings of native stone and cypress, 
and a swimming pool, Its aim is to 
raise up leaders among the mountain 
people to work in their own commu- 
nities. Seventeen ‘girls and boys re- 
eeived diplomas from the accredited 
high school department of Tallulah 
Falls school in May, ‘1931. The 
school functions with the state school 
system and is sup g rive largely from 
funds from the women's

Surely 
every Georgia clubwoman would like 
to give one dollar for her own great 
school each year. 

“Tallulah Falls school will con- 
tinue vigorous so long as it can 
strike its roots deep in the popular 
belief that the adequate support of 
its own school is the highest duty of 
every clubwoman. We, in our shel- 
tered lives, having practically every- 
thing we want, and many times more 
than we need, have no conception of 
what it means to a young unknown 
girl to have to go out into the world 
to battle for herself alone. Among 
the many aehievemeénts of the fed- 
eration, none has awakened a greater 
interest than the opportunity to as- 
sist deserving girls and boys. It is 
not a temporary benefit; it is a per- 
manent investment that brings in big 
returns, big dividends in the fine, 
useful lives of young men and women. 
It is an investment that challenges 
the very best that is in the heart of 
every woman here. 


“The establishment of a_ health 
clinie at Tallulah Falls school, where- 
by students may be regularly exam- 
ined and their physical condition 
charted, was presented by the State 
Association for the Education of 
Georgia Mountaineers at the meet- 
ing of the Tallulah Falls trustees in 
October, as a memorial for~Mrs. Sa- 
rah Berrien Casey Morgan, founder 
of the association in 1907, and its 
resident until her death in June, 
931. Mrs. Morgan was, at the time 
of her death, honorary president of 
the Tallulah Falls trustees. The 
state association has given two per- 
petual scholarships to the school and, 
for several years under Mrs. Mor- 
gan’s leadership, has been untiring in 
its devotion to the ‘Light in the 
Mountains.’ 


Mrs. Morgan lived-a life that the 
poet painted in words when he said: 
‘*‘May every soul that tonches mine, 

Be it the slightest contact, get therefrom 
some £ P 
Some little grace, 
One Inspiration yet 

courage 
To brave the thickening ills of life, 
One glimpse of brighter sky beyond the 

gathering mist, 
To maxe this world worth while, 
And lwaven a surer heritage.’’ 
Mrs. Ottley’s Worth. 

“I wonder if the clubwomen of 
Georgia realize just how much Mrs. 
John K. Ottley means to the Georgia 
Federation of Women's Clubs. She, 
who is president of the board of 
trustees of Tallulah Falls school, was 
one of the pioneers of club work in 
Georgia and her interest and activi- 
ties have never faltered. Mrs. Ott- 
ley has always stood for better 
things. She was the leading spirit 
in organizing and carrying to com- 
pletion the Greater Tallulah program 
and of placing the school upon the 
high standard on which it stands to- 
day. She is the inspiration and ex- 
ample to all who have the good of 
the state and the welfare of human- 
ity at heart. From the depths of 
our loving hearts we pay tribute to 
Passie Fenton Ottley. All that club 
work means and is, the spirit and 
inspiration, the high ideals and the 
practical leadership, we owe to her 
guidance and fostering care. Per- 
sonally, she has been to many of us 
— highest ideal and we are grate 
ful. 


“The work that our state presi- 
sags Mrs. S. VY. Sanford, is doing 
for the Georgia Federation of Wom- 
en's Clubs has endeared her to all 
our hearts. The light of her splen- 
did service shines like a halo about 
her head. and the glory of this serv- 
ice is reflected on our state and na- 
tion.

offers $25 for best work in this de- 
partment. Mrs. H. S. Godfrey, chair- 
man of music division, offers $25 for 
best musical contribution. 


The contest is to be conducted in 
every state through the fine arts 
chairman, and each club report must 
be submitted to the chairman, who 
will select the winning report for her 
state and forward to Mrs. William 
Harder, chairman of fine arts, Gen- 
eral Federation of Women’s Clubs. 
An entry fee of $1 shall accompany 
each state report submitted. Activi- 
ties to be considered must take place 
between June 1, 1931, and May 1, 
1932. Reports are limited to 1,000 
typewritten words. Three copies of 
winning report for each state must 
reach the general chairman by May 
1, 1932. These will be judged for 
final awards. The state fine arts 
chairman must have the name of 
club, town and state in all club re- 
ports by April 1, 1932. 

With each report shall be filed a 
separate sealed envelope which shall 
not be opened until awards are made. 
It is important, also, that reports 
shall state size of town and of club 
and the approximate number of per- 
sons taking part in the project. Every 
effort towartis enriching community 
life through the fine arts shall be con- 
sidered—establishing libraries, music 
memory and picture memory contests, 
statuary or books to schools and li- 
braries, community chorus work, land-} 


scape beautifying of school grounds, 
parks and highways, and contests im 
handicraft and allied arts to encour- 
age latent talent, always remember- 
ing the contributi@ns of the foreign- 
born citizens. Prize-winning report 
shall be read on the program of the 
fine arts department of the biennial 
convention in Seattle, Wash., in 
June, 1932, and prizes awarded to 
successful states. These reports will 
also be carried to the general federa- 
tion magazine, the Club Woman. 

Department of fine arts, general 
federation, is asking the clubs, in ad- 
dition to the specialized work of the 
three divisions, art, music and litera- 
ture, to combine these branches in 
each community in the interest of a 
wider appreciation of the arts in 
every-day life through the means of 
community festivals. Believing that 
one great need of our American com- 
munities is to find means to bring the 
fine arts more generally to the masses 
in a form which they understand and 
enjoy and in which they may have 
some part, it is urged that clubs er 
federations in each community make 
plans to bring together on one day 4 
representation of the best the com- 
munity affords in evéry branch of the 
arts, seeking to touch the interest in 
as wide a range as possible. 

Contests are recommended for origi- 
nal poetry, short stories, modeling and 
other subjects in which a community 
may have peculiar interest. These 
are planned some time in advance so 
that the prizes may be awarded on 
the day of the festival and the win- 
ning poem, stery or other work ex- 
hibited. This program should be held 
in some central place where a lunch- 
eon or tea may be served as a means 
of social contact. The central thought 
should be to appeal to the largest 
number possible through encouraging 
all available talents. The small club 
has the same opportunity as the large 
one, since the basis of awards is to 
be successful effort toward raising the 
cultural standard of the particular 
community.

Importance of Safety Measures 
Outlined by P.-T. A. Council 


Mrs. Robert P. Cheshire, president 
of the Atlanta Parent-Teacher Coun- 
cil, outlines in the following article 
measures for safety sponsored by Par- 
ent-Teacher Associations and their im- 

nce: 

n Atlanta there are many asso- 
ciations who have safety committees 
and their work is showing apprecia- 
tive results. There could be no more 
worthy activity in which the Parent- 
Teacher Association could be engaged 
than the one to assist in minimizing 
the danger hazards to which school 
children are subjected. Almost daily 
one learns through the press of acci- 
dents, and often deaths, separa | oc- 
curred in the ranks of school children 
through the lack of proper safety 
measures such as Parent-Teacher As- 
sociation safety committees are at- 
tempting to make possible. 

If the permanent maiming of a child 
is prevented or a little one’s life is 
saved during the school year through 
the work of association safety chair- 
men, the combined efforts and time 
would certainly be well worthwhile. 
The efficient organization and func- 
tioning of safety work within each as- 
sociation is centered in the chairman. 

The safety chairman must be a 
worker with a willing heart; she must 
have initiative, the initiative to work 
out a feasible plan for her association. 
This chairman should be intensely in- 
terested in this phase of work; she 
should have much time at her disposal, 
should have great faith in her work, 
and above all, she should have a high 
degree of determination. ‘The chair- 
man should be able to correlate her 


| good with the least expenditure of 


work with that of other chairmen, and 
in that way do the greatest amount of 


time and effort. - 

It would be wise and helpful for 
Parent-Teacher Associations to have 
one’ program during the year built 
around safety attitudes. Increase the 
interest of the patrons in the safety 
program, reach into the homes to _e 
reduce home accidents, co-operate wit 
school officials toward securing proper 
measures of safety. 

Different sehools would require dif- 
ferent safety mreasures, The seasons 
of the year have much to do with 
various types: For example: The hol- 
iday season is approaching, safety 
rules should be set up, posters or no- 
tices of some kind made, publicity in 
various ways given to the parents and 
children concerning the lack of  wis- 
dom in allowing children to have fire- 
works, toy pistols, rifles, etc. 

Another most important phase of 
safety education to be stressed are the 
dangers facing children on the streets, 
Children should be taught how to cross 
thoroughfares;. why it’ is dangerous, 
not only to himself, but to others, 
to beg rides. This perilous practice is 
very prevalent and should steadfastly 
be combatted. 

Safety and health go hand in hand. 
Parent-Teacher organizations should 
insist that the children become safety- 
minded through the efforts of a will- 
ing, untiring safety chairman.

If through contacts of mar- 
riage one’s self-respect be undermined 
and one’s usefulness to God and fel- 
low man destroyed, separation or even 
divorce may be necessary. 

Though the church will ever up- 
hold her high standard of marriage 
it is believed that she will not with- 
hold the sacrament of holy com- 
munion from a remarried person who 
feels the need of its sustaining power. 

One practical means by whica 
Christian women may strengthen the 
church’s ideal of marriage is to help 
bring about the adoption of uniform 
marriage and divorce laws throughout 
the nation. 

Foundation Stone. 

A sense of God is the foundation 
stone upon which permanence in mar- 
riage is built. On this rests the struc- 
ture of respect for one’s self, and 
each for every other member of the 
family. Love is the mortar which 
holds fast the stone. 

“Home is the converging point of 
vast biological, social, economic and 
spiritual comprehensions.” 

Preparation for marriage should in- 
clude instruction in each of these 
fields, and should be the joint respon- 
sibility of the home, the church and 
the school.

| least its young members used to do it. 

Today they have no longer the money to enjoy the many ex- 
travagances they loved to commit, and-Russian Grand Dukes, Prussian 
Princes and Austrian Archdukes today are compelled by the force of cir- 
cumstances to lead a quiet life. In the way of dissipation, they gamble 
in a mild way at Monte Carlo, and other fashionable resorts of the French 


Riviera. 


We don’t hear any more of those fantastic parties which generally 


ended in a scandal of some sort, or of 
some piece of impudence coming to 
startle the world, and remind it of the 
fact that Royalty considered itself 5o 
far above the rest of numanity that it 
sincerely believed it could do anything 
which pleased it or came into its head, 
without any evil consequences coming 
to remind it that after all there existed 
some laws of decency which applied to 
princes as well as to other mortals in 
the world. 
Drank From Shoe. 

Of all reckless individuals, the Russian 
grand dukes were about the worst, in- 
asmuch as they did not confine their 
tricks to their native land, but spilled 
the beans all over the place. There are 
people who to this day remember a 
party which was given in America to 
the Grand Duke Boris of Russia a year 
or two before the World War, at which 
he shocked the other guests by taking 
off the shoe of a very pretty woman, 
who was among their number, filling it 
with champagne and drinking it out of 
this novel vessel. 


There was another grand duke, now 
dead and gone, who did something much 
worse. 

This Was Very long ago, when money 
was plentiful in St. Petersburg, whose 
gayeties surpassed everything ever seen 
elsewhere. He invited several of his per- 
sonal friends to a supper at which he 
promised them a “surprise,” the nature 
of which he kept secret until the mo- 
ment he thought it was time to reveal 
it to a wondering world. And it turned 
out indeed a “surprise,” such as no one 
had expected or even imagined. 

Toward’ the close of the meal, four 
footmen brought in an immense silver 
platter covered with a silk veil. The 
grand duke had it put on the dinner 
table, which had previously been cleared 
of everything, and then lifted the veil. 
disclosing a lovely actress of the French 
theater, reposing on a@ bed of roses. 

This “surprise” had a great success, 
and caused any amount of gossip in St. 


Petersburg salons, but it brought upon 
the head of the grand duke, who had 
imagined to amuse his friends with it, 
the wrath of the emperor, who forthwith 
sentenced him to two weeks’ arrest in 
his rooms, a punishment which was not 
a punishment, because all his friends 
and a large number of pretty ladies vis- 
ited him in his confinement, and he 
had quite a good time while it lasted. 
Raided Love Nest. 

Another grand duke was the hero of 
a less pleasant adventure, He had for a 
friend an exceedingly pretty lady be- 
longing to the best circles of the society 
of the capital. They used to meet in a 
small apartment which the grand duke 
had rented under an assumed name, At 
that time the police were extremely 
vigilant in St. Petersburg, and it was 
soon noticed that a tall naval officer 
used to come to the said apartment, and 
spend there a few hours from time to 
time. 

This was considered as being very sus- 
picious, and one afternoon the police, 
acting under the direction of the prefect 
of the capital, raided this love nest, and 
wanted to carry away to the headquar- 
ters of the department the grand duke 
and his friend. The former did not want 
to make his or her identity known, and 
tried to persuade the police detectives to 
leave them alone, but the latter refused 
to listen to him. 

When he asked to be allowed to tele- 
phone to the prefect, they also declined 
to permit him to do so. No one knows 
what would have happened if a police- 
man, shrewder than his colleagues, had 
not whispered to his chief his suspicions 
concerning the identity of the naval of- 
ficer they suspected of being an anarch- 
ist, and advised him to allow him to 
telephone to his superior authorities. 

One may imagine the stupefaction of 
the prefect, who hastened to the ‘scene, 
and, with profuse apologies, released the 
grand duke and his companion. But, 
nevertheless, the story became known, 


in one of the mysterious ways scandals 
have of emerging out of the privacy in 
which it would be their duty to rest, and 
three days later it was talked about 
everywhere in the Russian capital. 
Doused With Caviar. - 


This was not the only occasion when 
the Russian police tried to interfere with 
the amusements of members of the im- 
perial family. One evening the heir to 
the Russian throne, later the Emperor 
Nicholas II. arranged a supper for one 
of his friends, the dancer, Mathilda 
Kohesinskaya, and a few other ladies, 
more or less famous in the annals of 
gay St. Petersburg. 

Of course, there were smart officers 
to enliven the proceedings, and the party 
went on in a rather loud way until the 
small hours of the morning. In those 
days there was a curfew hour, after 
which restaurants and cabarets, were 
not supposed to remain open, and the 
owner of the fasionable establishment 
where the Czarevitch was entertaining 
his guests, appealed to the grand duke, 
and begged of him to retire. But the 
latter would not hear of it, and the 
party went on as merrily as before, until 
a police officer observed from the street 
that the windows of the place were 
ablaze with lights, and went in to in- 
vestigate. 

He was rudely thrust aside by one of 
the Czarevitch’s aide-de-camps, and, as 
he had no authority to force himself into 
the room where the party was being 
held, he went to the telephone and in- 
formed the prefect of the capital of 
what was going on. The latter, a rather 
busybody, hastened to the spot, burst 
into the room and found himself con- 
fronted by the heir to the throne, who 
asked him how he dared intrude upon 
his privacy. The prefect—General Wahl 
was his name—because furious in his 
turn. 

He replied that it was: his duty to 
maintain order in the town, upon which 
the future Nicholas II. became even 
more infuriated than he had been be- 
fore, and seizing hold of a glass bowl 
filled with caviar, which Was standing 
on the table, threw its contents into the 
face of the prefect, after which a scene 
of the wildest confusion followed; and 
one may imagine te scandal which such 
an incident gave rise to in all the smart 
circles of St. Petersburg society. 

Disgraceful Escapade. 

But if Russian grand dukes were wiid 
in their behavior, they were not the only 
ones among crowned families to indulge 
in more or less discreditable freaks. In 


Austria worse things happened. In spite 
of the strictness with which the old 
Emperor Francis Joseph ruled his family 
the various escapades of Hapsburg arch- 
dukes surpassed the wildest freaks of 
the Romanoffs. 

Among others the Archduke Otto, the 
father of the ill-fated Emperor Charles. 
rendered himself guilty of the most dis- 
creditable tricks oné can only imagine. 
For instance one day when he was rid- 
ing outside the walls of Vienna, he met 
a funeral procession on its way to. the 
churchyard, and bethought himself it 
would be amusing to scare it. He set his 
horse on to the open hearse and caused 
it to jump right across it, to the indig- 
nation and dismay of the mourners who 
had certainly n ver expected anything 
of the kind. 

The next day all the newspapers in 
Vienna were filled with the description 
of this disgraceful escapade, which 
aroused general indignation and the 
archduke was put under arrest in his 
room by the Emperor, which, however 
did not cause him to mend his ways, 
because the very hext thing which he 
did was to invite after a supper at which 
an enormous amount of champagne was 
consumed, some regimental comrades of 
his to accompany him to his wife's bed- 
room where as he expressed it he “wani- 
ed to show them how’ pretty she looked 
in her night clothes.” 

Had it not been for the courage of one 
of the old servants attached to the Haps- 
burg family, who resolutely put himself 


_in front of the door and dared the in- 


truders to push ‘him aside, the arch- 
duchess then still quite young and & 
bride, would have been subjected to this 
abominable indignity. There was another 
archduke who made himself famous by 
@ feat which surpassed even the one I 
have just related. 
Declared Mad. 

He was staying together with some of 
his friends at a shooting box which he 
owned in the Tyrolean Alps. The party 
had had-a.most pleasant day,.and was 
eating an excellent dinner, on a terrace 
outside the house, with a°view on the 
mountains, -when a beggar appeared 
upon the scene, and asked for charity in 
God’s name, saying he had not had any- 
thing to eat for three days. 

A sudden idea struck the archduke 
which he communicated to his com- 
panions, and they seized the old man, 
and stuffed his mouth full of grass, 
nearly suffocating him, and as ‘they did 
so, burst into a loud. song, in which 
they . extolled the quality of the food 


which they were giving to him. The vic- 
tim of this heartless joke was so sick 
that he almost died and the fact that 
the archduke paid him a large sum 
of money as an indemnity did not re- 
ward him sufficiently for the fright he 
had had. 

In. general the Hapsburgs were always 
finding themselves in some scrape or 
other and as a consequence were de- 
clared mad and locked up in private 
asylums the only remedy which the old 
Emperor Francis Joseph had found for 
the vagaries of his kinsmen, a remedy 
which he considered the more efficacious 
that it removed to what was in reality 
a prison all the extravagant members 
of his family, thus sparing them a pub- 
lic disgrace. 

Some people said that the fear he 
might be dealt with in the same manner 
had had something to do with the sui- 
cide of the unfortunate Archduke Ru- 
dolph, who it seems had been warned 
his father wanted to declare him insane 
and lock him up for a while in some 
establishment or other, where he would 
have been able to forget his infatuation 
for the lovely and intriguing Marie 
Vetsera in company of whom he finally 
killed himself under the circumstances 
now known to éverybody. 

Dark Story. 

There Was another dark story con- 
nected with the Hapsburgs, which 
touched one of the oldest families of 
the proud Austrian aristocracy, than 
none prouder ever existed. An archduke 
whose name it is best not to mention, 
had an intrigue with a beautiful woman, 
the wife of the head of one of the oldest 
families in the land. 

They used to meet in an apartment 
belonging to One of the archduke’s 
friends, and during one of these inter~ 
views, the lady had a heart attack and 
died almost suddenly in the arms of her 
lover. One may imagine the latter’s dis- 
may.

T Was an interesting controversy 

“that preceded the closing of “East 

Wind,” and various versions blame 
opposite sides. 

Schwab and Maizdel, who have laid 
by a pretty pittance from a string of 
musical successes, produced this Ham- 
merstein-Romberg - Mandel operetta, 
the second failure of their season at 
the renamed and taken-over Manhattan 
Theatre. The piece got rave notices 
and drew heavy money out of town, 


but here the critics fell on it and 
slew it. Business was rising slowly 
under the burden of the attacks, and 
there was an outside chance that with 
patience, capital and faith it might 
make the turn. But the owners and 
Sigmund Romberg, who was financial- 
ly a partner, decided they would not 
finance any further losses. 

With @ partly eleemosynary purpose 
and a partly practical one, since if 
the opus went into the black they could 
take it back on the original basis, the 
proprietors offered the actors the right 
to continue, to share all receipts pro 
rata as they chose, with no royalty or 
charge for the use of the material, 
props, scenery, costumes; the bank 
which holds the theatre offered the 
house during such time scot free to 
the troupers, a unique proposition — 
but fostered by the fact that the for- 
mer Hammerstein had played half a 
dozen flops hand running, and there 
might be hope of showing it wasn’t 
the house that was the matter, but 
just a string of bad shows. 


Precedent Barred. 

The actors conferred with the mu- 
sicians and stage-hands, also affiliat, 
ed with them in theatrical unions. 
These gentlemen refused to go on co- 
op. They feared the precedent; -more- 
over, they pointed out that while the 
actors were being paid they were 
drawing as high as $1,500 a week, but 
the crew and pitmen, while being paid, 
drew only union wages. They further 
offered te buy, from their wages, if 
paid in full, a number of tickets each 
week, thus contributing to the grosses 
which the actors would split—but 
they would not violate their minimum 
wage standards.

G ANNA WALSKA'S “billion-dollar

operamania”’ may soon be only a 
memory, 

Her divoree from Harold McCormick, 
fabulously rich Chicago harvester king. 
was significant in more ways than one. 
It marked the crest of Ganna’s hectic 
matrimonial career, It may also write 
“finis’ to her operatic and concert 
career. McCormick charged desertion 
in his petition; will Ganna’s always 
scanty and dwindling public desert her 
now? 

During the past sixteen years, in 
which she has struggled to establish 
herself as a great singer, Ganna 
Walska has been known for two things 
-—the wealthy men she bewitched and 
the audiences she tried toe bewitch, 
vainly, in spite of her husbands’ 
financial prestige and backing and 
powerful “behind-the-throne” contacts. 

Consider the last-named factor as 
@ mainspring in Ganna’'s career, It is 
curious, ii aot actually significant, 
that ALL of the influential men she 
met and charmed had direct or in- 
direct connections with the field in 
which she aspired to shine——opera. 

For instance—“Diamond Jim” Brady 
was, among other interests, a passion- 
ately faithful first-nighter at Gatti. 
Casazza’s Metropolitan company pro. 
ductions of lyric drama. Brady gave 
Ganna a letter of introduction to 
Otto H. Kahn. the very rich banker 
whose many esthetic avocations in 
elude, importantly, his financial con 
tributions to “Mr. Gatti’s” organiza 
tion. 

Dr. Freenkel, Wailska’s second hus- 
band, was also a consistent opera en- 
thusiast. He loved Verdi and Wagner 
almost as much as his wife. Alex: 
ander Cochran, Ganna’s “third,” oceu- 
pied his box at the opera in New York 
as regularly 2s he ate his breakfast. 
And, to top it all, Harold McCormick, 
who married her after her divorce 
from Cochran, has been called the 
greatest opera fan in the world. 

The history of her “operamania” is 


a curious one. In 1915, second year of 
the World War, she arrived in New 
York, a shy, big-eyed, big-boned Polish 
girl, from Warsaw, named Anna Poeaz. 

The first man.of consequence Ganna 
encountered was ‘Diamond Jim” 
Brady, fat bon vivant, famous first- 
nighter, owner of magnificent jewels, 


lavish patron of the ladies. She told 
him of her ambitions to become an- 
other Melba or Tetrazzini, Brady. was 
touched. He got her a job, but she 
failed to impress. One critic wrote: 
“T have never heard such strident tones 
emitted from the human throat.” 

(The critics stil] feel that way about 
her singing. As this article was being 
prepared, cables from London _in- 
timated that Ganna’s soprano was not 
so hot, was in fact little better than 
tepid. “She was surrounded by every 
accessory of triumph,” wrote the 
London Daily Express critic of her re- 
cital. “Everything was there, except 
a voice.” ‘“Walska’s talents are NOT 
vocal,”’ was the opinion of the Daily 
Mail. “Musically superficial,” as- 
serted the Evening News. The pan- 
ing was almost universal. ) 

n 1915 Brady had fallen in love 
with the girl. Though before he had 
been careless of his figure, he now 
tried to reduce his corpulence. He 
underwent the first surgical operation 
in the United States for the removal 
of excess tissue at a world-famous hos- 
pital. He was now presentable on the 
dancing floor. But death cut short his 
pathetic triumph shortly afterward. 

Although very young, Ganna was al- 
ready a widow when she landed in 
America. Her first husband was Baron 
Acadie d’Engorn, a dashing Russian 
army officer. He fell in battle, gallant 
to the end. Ganna’s name was on his 
lips as he died.

They say that hundreds«of years ago 

the gods became very angry and brought 
hellfire upon the earth, concentrating it 
into one small spot. That is why they call 
the place “Tomésha,”’ or ground afire. 
This, of course, is hardly scientific. 
But it is a question whether it is any more 
amazing than science’s own explanation 
of.the beginnings of Death Valley. 


The picture drawn by geologists and 
archeologists is a blurred one. This is 
because there is, perhaps, no other place 
in the world subject to so much scientific 
controversy. As mentioned in an earlier 
article, one group holds that Death Val- 
ley was a lake, formed in the Miocene 
Era, the other group contending it was a 
semi-tropical vale on the shore line of the 
Pacific. 

But on two points both sides 

agree: First, that the disturb- 
ance centering in Death Valley 
was the greatest “‘action” of : 
the kind on the North Ameri- fae 
can Continent. Secondly, that x *% 
at one time—probably 2,500,- 
000 years ago—Death Valley 
was inhabited by gigantic 
beasts, and even giant pre- 
historic ancestors of human 
beings. 

Recent finds in the neigh- 
borhood would seem to sub- 
stantiate these theories. For 
instance, minerologists- H. 

Flagler Cowden and Charles 
C. Cowden unearthed, not 
only the remains of a prehis- 
toric rhinoceros and an im- 
perial elephant, but also por-

skull of what appears to have 
been an ancient giant woman. 
Although the finds were in 
such poor condition that it was 
considered impossible to re- 
construct accurately the exact 
size of the woman, the bones 
gave evidence of a stature un- 
dreamed of today.

Bryan, director of the Los Angeles Mugeum.' 
Paleontologists who have examined the petri- 
fied skeleton say it is one of the rarest discov- 
eries yet made. Its significance lies in the fact 
that it supports the theory that Death Valley— 
and perhaps the whole western partof the United 
States—was at one time the bed of a great 
inland sea. | 
Besides, there is abundant evidence that the 
hairy mammoth and the mastodon, the giant 
lizard and other fantastic animals made Death 
Valley their home. Even Ralph Farnum, ‘the 
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_ Broadway manager of theatrical talent, who does 


not .profess to be a scientist, stumbled upon mas- 
todon bones, which, significantly enough, were 
covered with a layer of ash and then clay. 
Trying to interest scientists in his find, however, 
was difficult, since scientists hate the Death 
Valley heat as much as anyone else. 

What all these scattered finds and. well 
substantiated theories provide us with is a fairly 
logical picture of what life once was in Death 
Valley. In the vivid drawing reproduced on this 
page Louis Biedermann has captured the scien- 
tific conception of the valley in prehistoric times: 

For it was, undoubtedly, a Garden of Eden, 
in which the age-old story of the survival of the 
fittest was worked out by nature. There were 
the mastodons and mammoths, brontosauri, giant 


‘sloths and other weird animals now extinct, con- 


stantly battling for supremacy. It was a world 
below the level of the sea, where, science believes, 
the prehistoric animals may have made their last 
stand before their final disappearance from the 
face of the.earth. 

The next great chapter in Death Valley’s his- 
tory—which scientists expect to find written on 
its stones—was in the. days of the Aztecs. It 
would be fatuous to speak here authoritatively 
of any Aztec occupation of Death Valley. . Our 
foremost archeologists would scoff at the idea 
unless positive proof were presented. © | 

But lately it would seem that positive proof 
were forthcoming. In several parts of the valley 
have been discovered on great rocks certain 
symbols and markings which have baffled scien- 
tists.

thrust this idea upon science. But there are the 
facts. Let the historians and archeologists go 
into the valley, study those stones and tell us 
their secrets. Let them tell us whether the . 
stones solve at last one of the new world’s oldest 
mysteries. 

In that valley the scientists will find even 
richer material for investigation in the native 
Piute Indians. They are the strangest group of 
Indians in the United States. They know and 
recognize no law but their own. They are not 
on a reservation, and they do not want one. They 
know they are secure in Death Valley, and that 
the white man, with all his modern contrivances, 
would be at the Indians’ mercy in the desert. 

Although there are only a few hundred

The person who hopes to solve the mystery 
of Death Valley will most certainly have to be- 
come friendly with the Indians. That is difficult. 
Ralph Farnum, of New York, and R. J. “Dad” 
Fairbanks, desert prospector, are perhaps the 
only two persons who have gained the confidence 
of the Piutes in recent times. But even these two 
have not been able to learn the secrets which 
they hide persistently from the world. 

Only too often have the Indians. punished 
curious pale-face tourists who were over-eager 
to learn of the hidden gold mines. It is related 
that on several occasions the Piutes “guided” 
tourists to remote parts of Death Valley and 
then lost them. The tourists were never found 
again, 

The Piutes like to point to the so-called ‘‘In- 
dian Mounds”’ which are not far away from the 
desolate patch known as the “Devil’s Cornfield.” 


The mounds are great piles of desert sands. There 


is a legend that they once were the burial mounds 
of an old prehistoric Indian. village, when sav- 
ages roamed the desert wastes in great numbers. 

But the Piutes have another—and more sin- 
ister—explanation. They say that the mounds 
cover the bodies of numerous white men who 
dared to enter the sacred precincts of the Piutes

ints For Home 


By W. Elbridge Freeborn 
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FP ALL the coniferous ¢évére 
greens there isn’t a single fam- 
ily more extensively used than 
the Thujas or Arborvitaes. There 
are three very good reasons why the 
family is used so generally. In the first 
place, there aré a number of different 
types that lend themselves to various 
uses in the landscaping of the home. 
fm the second place they are rémark« 
aviy easy to grow. Lastly, and because 
of the second reason, they are very 
reasonably priced, as a general rule. 


In order that your arborvitaes may 
do their best, they should be planted 
properly, a rather simple thing, if @ 
few natural rules are followed. The 
arborvitaes are usually dug with a ball 
of earth around their roots, this being 
done in order that they may be trans- 
planted with a minimum amount of 
danger of losing the plant. First place 
the plant where you think. it is needed 
and then look at it from all afigles 
and distances to see that it is in the 
proper place. After this has been done 
to your satisfaction, mark the spot and 
dig the hole. 

The hole should be about one foot 
larger than the ball of the plant and 
also about one foot deeper than the 
ball. This is important so that the little 
roots will have soft, mellow ground in 
which they may gtow without any 
trouble. Fill in the bottom foot with 
some good rich top soil in which there 
has been mixed a couple of handftls of 
bone méal or a shovel full of well-rotted 
stable manure. 


The plant should be set in the hole 
about one inch deeper than it was in 
the nursery. This is very easy to de- 
termine, as there will be discolorations 
apparent. After the tree is set in the 
hole, but before the dirt is filled in, take 
another trip around the immediate 
neighborhood and be sure that the tree 
is straight, and, also that ite “best foot 
is forward.” This is rather important, 
since one side is always much better 
than any other. After all of these pre- 
liminaries have been attended to, cut 
the burlap away from the neck of the 
plant and fold the burlap back. It is not 
necessary to remove the burlap ae it 
will rot in a very short time and the 
only reason for removing it at all is so 
that the moisture may get to the roots 
with a minimum of trouble. Fill the hole 
with some more good top soil, packing 
it tightly as it is shoveled in, by tramping 
or by filling the hole with water 4&4 
couple of times. This se¢ond method, the 
water method, is probably the better, as 
the plant should be watered thoroughly 
as soon as it is planted. 

Aiter the hole has been filled and the 
earth packed firmly about the plant 
leave the top of the ground covered with 
loose carth, or better than that, mulch 
it with a mixture of peat moss, bone 
meal and’sheep manure. The proper pro- 
portions for this mulch is about one bale 
of peat moss, 50 pounds of bone meal 
and 100 pounds of sheep manure. Of 
course thé proportion may be cut down 
to any amodtint hecéssdry. It is best 


to figure On approximately five pounds 
of the mixture to each plant. If you 
have some wéll-fotted stable manure, uSe 
that as a miilch. 


Fertilizing is important not only to the 
shrubs that are being planted, but also 
to the established ones. The conifers that 
have been growing for several years 
should be fertilized and cultivated about 
three times a year. This should be done 
late in the winter, the middle of the 
summer, August, and in the middle of 
the fall. Now is an excellent time to 
do the late winter work on them. With a 
hoe, work the top soil for a depth of 
two to four inches. At the same time 
that this work is being done, work & 
good mulch around the plants, including 
in this mulch some fertilizer, but better 
some bone méal, either steamed or raw, 
or some well-rotted stable manure. 


PRUNING. 


Pruning is important in the case of 
most of the arborvitaes. Nature has her 
own habit of growth for every plant, 
and it is well to bear this fact in mind 
as you undertake your pruning. Another 
one of nature’s rules is that if the plant 
is left alone it will tend to grow at once 
towards its natural shape. The gardefiér 
should therefore plan to keep 4s near 
this fiatural growth as possible, while 
still carrying out his own Object. 


Many gardeners who prune their other 
plants freely and correctly, seem to be 
afraid to touch their arborvitaes, and 
often there may be seen ill-shaped 
plants that could be beautiful if they 
had been pruned properly at the right 
timé. Even if the top of an arborvitae is 
removed, a new leader will come forth, 
and within a few seasons it will be im- 
possible to tell what has happened with- 
out a most careful investigation. This is 
also true of the side branches, and this 
fact can be uséd to good advantage by 
pruning off the leaders of the more vig- 
orous. The gfowth of the _ stronger 
branches will not be injured by this, as 
@ new leader will take the place of the

then there is nét more than one loser 
in the spade suit at most, There is a 
fair chance, if the opéning bid of one 
spade was based on such a holding as 
KxxxxorAxx xx, that it would in- 
clude the ace of diamonds. In any event 
the hand is of such freakish distribu- 
tion and so weak in honor-tricks, but so 
strong in distribution, that East should 
not risk playing it for less than a slam 
in the best bid of the combined hands, 
and this quite evidently is spades, If 
East had bid six spades, it is doubtful 
if Mr. Wood would havé gone to seven 
clubs, but if he did so then certainly 
Fast as 4 defensive measure, if nothing 
else, would ovércall with sévén diamonds 
and partner, assured not only of ad- 
equate but of unusual support for his 
spade bid and of a distributional rion- 
strosity opposite his weak two-Stiitef, 
would Nave carried the bid back to S@évén 
spades, which, it is, of Coufse, evidetit, 
cah be made laid down. 

A forcing takeout has a very definite 
and clear meaning. The player who 
makes it declares that he is certain there 
is game in the hand, that he has a 
minimum of about 3 honor-tricks, but is 
uncertain as to where the fit of the com- 
bined hands may be. East thus, in mak- 
ing a forcing takeout, was wrong on two 
of the three counts. He did not have 3 
honor-tricks and he did know the glove- 
like fit of the hands. Against him must 
be chalked up the difference of some 
2,800 or 2,900 points, due to his faulty 
bidding. 

Mr. Wood's coufagéous and beautiful 
bid desérves corimendation.

It deserved to succeed, as the making 
of it showed both imagination and good 
judgment, but the chance for its success 
was based upon a faulty forcing take- 
out by East.

one removed, in short order. The winter 
time, now, is best for pruning all of 
the arborvitaés. Do not é@ too severe- 
ly, but prune more often, Too sévere 
pruning will sap the strength of the 
plant and may even kill it. It is best to 
paint these wounds with pruning com- 
pound when this work is being done. 


_ To give a good thick appearance it is 
necessary not only to cut out the top or 
leader, but also to shear the entire plant. 
Merely cutting back the plant will not 
give the desired result, as all of the 
growth will go toward forming a new 
leader. The pruning should be started 
early in the plants’ life, and very low 
down so that the desired. thick growth 
will start from the ground up. 


SPRAYING. 


Spraying isn’t necessary in the case of 
the arborvitaes, except when there is 


‘some apparent need for it. They are 


surprisingly free from disease and most 
of the insects that commonly attack 
other of our shrubs. The red spider is 
one of the few insects that attack the 
arborvitaes and this happens to be one 
of the easiest ofes to kill. It is a suck- 
ing insect and may be killed with one 
or two thorough applications of nicotine 
sulphate or pyrethrum spray. Either one 
of these two sprays may be secured from 
almost any seed store.

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WHAT TO DOSIN DECEMBER. 

MULCHING: December is the accept- 
ed month for all kinds of mulching. 
The rose bed, perennial garden and 
shrubbery border should be protect- 
ed. The best material for this 
mulching is a mixture of sheep 
manure and peat moss. 


FERTILIZING: It is also time to fer- 
tilize the lawn with a light applica. 
tion of some good fertilizer, such 
as bone meal or sheep manure. 
These two fertilizers are much to 
be preferred over the highly con- 
centrated commercial ones. Use raw 
bone meal for bulbs and perennials, 


PRUNING: Take the tall stems otit 
of hybrid perpetual roses as well as 
the dead wood. Remove the dead 
wood from all shfubbery and evéer- 
greens and give the fruit trees a 
good pruning. 


SPRAYING: Now that fruit trees are 
dormant be stiré and give them a 
good thorotigh spraying with scale- 
cidé 6f for péach tfees use dfy limé 
sulphuf. 


golden arborvitae. It is tommotily called 
Golden Arborvitae. This plant is thé 
most desirable of all the dwarf ever- 
greens for a number of different reasons 
and for use in a number of different 
situations, and for many différent pur- 
pokes, It is probably ohe of the best for 
urns, tubs afid boxes, as well as for gen- 
eral landscape use. This plant is very 
compact, founded in Shape afid thé foli- 
age is a bright, light green, shading afd 
deepening at the surface of the plant 
to a bright golden green, The plant will 
in time reach a height of five or six 
feet, but this takes years and years of 
growth. The plant may be sheared, 
grows easily in full sun or partial shade. 


The arborvitaes may be divided rough- 
ly into two groups: the orientalis and 


pleasing fragrance when mash- 
a between the hands. The orientalis, or 
Chinese arborvitae is more compact, with 
flattened, upright branches, This is the 
type most Commonly used, and it will 
do unusually well in the south, In ra 


are perfectly satisfactory in Atlanta. 
The American arborvitae grows tall, 
is inclined to be rather pyramidal in 


habit of growth, but may be sheared to 
give a broader base if it is so desired. 
This plant will ultimately reach a height 
of 15 feet, although this is a bit un- 
usual except in almost ideal situations. 


The Globe arborvitae, so named be- 
cause of its habit of growth, belongs to 
the samé family as the American afbor- 
vitae. This plant is mostly used f6r ufhs, 
boxes and tubs, or for front tow land- 
scape planting. The plant seldom reaches 
a height to exceed there or fouf feet 
and with very little pruning holds its 
globe shape well. 


The oriental arborvitae grows rather 
low, broadly pyramidal in habit of 
growth. This is a very rapid grower and 
can stand # great deal of heat. For this 
reason it is used a great deal in Atlarita. 
Sometimes it browns up a bit in a véry 
severe winter, but brightens up éafly in 
thé spring. The color is a bright gfeeni. 
This plant is especially good for spéci- 
men planting, as well as for use in thé 
front porch or house planting. , 


GOLDSPIRE. 


Another arborvitae that belongs to 
this family of Chinese arborvitae is the 
Goldspire. This plant is well named, as 
it is in truth a golden spire. Its habit 
of growth is pyramidal, spire-like, re- 
tains its branches close to the ground,

I N THE bad old days when Young’s marble bar was the convivial spot 


tury’s turn, one of the most colorful figures to be met there was a 
distinguished ‘‘gent’’ of exaggerated Britishness known to his fellows as 


Lord Ashburton. 


Tall, handsome, dignified, impeccably dressed, with just enough snob- 
bishness to salt an otherwise open and friendly attitude, Lord Ashburton 


was the center of the champagne parties 
which he threw for the State street boys 
who had collected about him.

“Lord Ashburton” didn’t confine his 
activities to dealing himself a winning 
hand with marked cards. He was the 
front for a gang of counterfeiters, swin- 
dlers, con-men and forgers that collect- 
ed about this master mobster. 


Fronted for a Mob. 


The coachman of his luxurious car- 
riage, the lady of the lorgnette, the prim 
maid who helped his women guests 
straighten their hair in his sumptuously 
furnished summer home—and who lifted 
a necklace occasionally so as to keep 
their hands in—the very correct butler 
who received the tall-hat division at his 
door, the footmen who served his ex- 
quisite dinners, all these were members 
of a gang for which he was the “front.” 

Sounds like a crook movie? It sure 
does. But it happens to be true, as, by 
the same token, most gangster movies 
are, except that they are not tough 
enough. When the showdown came, 
these lesser members of “Lord Ashbur- 
ton’s’ gang fled the city. Some of them 
were picked up later for crimes in other 
places. They were subject to the prison- 
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average of the criminal, which is about 
1,000 to 1 against him. 

But to the denouement. 

Morris Wolf, who now conducts a 
secret service bureau at 12 West strect, 
was, in the noble lord’s heyday, an in- 
spector at headquarters under Chief 
Watts. 

Qne night Morris was leaving head- 
quarters for a swing around the hotels 
for to see what he could see.
